HITCH ON HEAVY CRUISERS 





A 12-12-8 Ratio Would Be Estab- 
lished for These, With a Limitation 
Also on Destroyers. 
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LONDON, July 13.—W. C. Bridge 
man, the leader of the British dele- 
gation at the Geneva Conference on 
the limitation of naval armaments, 
will return. to London tomorrow 
night after the plenary session there 
called at the request of the British, 
it was reliably reported here tonight. 
His return is understood to fore- 
shadow the temporary abandonment 
of the Geneva parleys, pending ef- 
forts by the statesmen of the three 
nations to achieve results by direct 
negotiations between the capitals. 

A compromise proposal, in which 
the British understand thefe is con- 
siderable hope of reaching an agree- 
ment through direct negotiations, 
envisages a 12-12-8 ratio of heavy 
cruisers and a grouping of both 
cruiser and destroyer tonnage into 
a limited ‘‘globular tonnage.”’ 

This compromise as partially re- 
vealed here shows a considerable 
drop from the early demands of the 
British Admiralty for its own -fleet’s 
“‘necessities.’’ .Its figures . follow: 
Total tonnage of.cruisers and de 
stroyers, 550,000 for ‘Britain and 
America and 320,000 for Japan. With- 
in these totals the United States and 
Britain would have 350,000 tons each 
of cruisers and 200,000 tons of de- 
stroyers, Japamexs210000- tons ‘of 
cruisers and 110,000 tons of destroy- 
ers. 

Within these figures it is suggested 
that Britain and America would 
likely agree to limit the 10,000-ton 
cruisers to twelve and Japan to 
eight. 


Britain Would Drop Four Cruisers. 


On this basis Britain must drop 
four heavy cruisers from the pro- 
gram and the United States can build 
ten if it wishes. Japan would stop 
building smaller units and concen- 
trade its buildings on four large 
cruisers. 

With regard to destroyers it is 
estimated that the United States 
would have to scrap 150,000 tons and 
Britain 21,000 tons. 

The origin of the pooled cruiser 
and destroyer tonnage plan is said 
here to be originally Japanese, but 
the po oeye are mitted to bring 
scant relief to Japan’s burden of na- 
val expenditure. However, it is ar- 
wr here that they definitely limit 

uilding programs, thereby prevent- 
ing the growth of the rivairy spectre 
which. ed too near reality in the 
wrangles of the naval experts at 
Geneva. 

It is also pointed out that though 
the conference leaves America con- 
fronted with the necessity of building 
if it is to achieve rity, this same 
necessity confron her before the 
conference was called. It is de- 
clared here that such a compromise 
* be — real achievement. , 

a minor pro accompanyin 
the broad plan, is. suggested tha 
the limitation of building be extended 
for the entire life of the Washington 
agreement instead of merely to 1931. 


Churchill Forecast Proposal. 


Winston Churchill foreshadowed 
some proposal of this sort in a speech 
last night when he said that ‘‘arma- 


ments can be kept within reasonable 
limits if the nations make only mod- 
erate use of their freedom,” as well 
as by more drasticall limiting 
building rights. The British willing- 
ness to recede from their demands 
to limit the size of the guns on cruis- 
ers is also foreshadowed here in a 
semi-official version of the proposal. 

Some idea of the way the 12-12-8 
limitation on heavy cruisers will af- 
fect the actual strength of the navies 
may be gained by figures here. Brit- 
ain has five built and nine projected. 
The United States has two built and 
Japan four. Britain has forty-two 
cruisers, it is said, in the class under 
8,000 tons, averaging. 4,000 each. It

Old Soldiers Can’t Quit Army; 
57% of Discharged Re-enlist 


More than half of the soldiers 
who are honorably discharged 
from the United States Regular 
Army come back. to it, according 
to figures issued yesterday by the 
Army Information Service, 39 
Whitehall Street. 

Major C. A. Pivirotto, in charge 
of recruiting offices at 39 White 
hall Street, has received official 
statistics showing that of 83,019 
regulars discharged during the 
last three years, 48,125, or more 
than 57 per cent., re-enlisted 
either at once or within three 
months. The figures cover every 
army post in the United States 
and all foreign possessions. 

To each of the 48,125 soldiers 
who re-enlisted went a cash bonus 
of $25 for each year of his first

Thousands of Homeless Sleep 
in the Open in Fear of a 
Recurrence of Tremors. 





400 BODIES FOUND IN RUINS 





Few Buildings Escaped Harm, 
and Others May Collapse— 
Nathan Straus-Sends £5,000. 
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JERUSALEM, July 13.—Thousands 
were left homeless by Monday’s 
earthquake,’ in which in Palestine 
alone hundreds were killed and 1,000 
were injured. 

Though expert examination is still 
to be made, ‘it is believed that no 
irreparable damage was caused to 
historic buildings, but hundreds of 
private houses will require extensive 
repair or rebuilding. In fact, very 
few buildings of any kind entirely 
escaped. 

The ‘‘Dome of the Rock,” it is now 
stated, was badly shaken and the 
many repairs of recent years were 
rendered useless. Serious injury to 
the Government house on the Mount 
of Olives rendered it unfit for habi- 
tation, and the tower is in danger of 
collapse. A Russian maid servant 
was killed in the building by falling 
stones. 

The slender tower of the Russian 
building still stands, though there 
are fears for its safety. Serious 
cracks appeared in one minaret of 
the Haram-es-Sherif and the Chapel 
of the Ascension on the Mount of 
Olives has been badly damaged, the 
upper part of its minaret having 
heen broken off. 

Banked portions of the Jericho 
Road have shifted slightly in parts 
and it is somewhat u e. The 
Church Missionary Society school, 
southwest of the Old Wall of Jeru- 


salem, had much damage done to its 
walls. 


Ancient Churches Marred. 


In the Basilica in Bethlehem there 
is a crack opposite the Armenian 
Door and many in the walls of the 
Armenian Convent. The Armenian 


Church of St. James in Jerusalem 
apparently was unhurt, but most of 
the arches were cracked in the mon- 
astery. : 

The top of the minaret at David's 
Tower was broken off and some 
stones were displaced in the other 
tower. 

The Hebrew University is esti- 
mated to have suffered many thou- 
sands of dollars damage and the 
well-built new Jewish quarter north 
of Jerusalem was badly shaken. So 
violent was the shock in certain 
areas that —* persons were 
thrown from their beds.

SEES EFFORT TO MISLEAD 





Asks if President’s Critics Know 
Difference Between a Wet 
and a Dry Fly. 


The. lowly angleworm is being 
dragged into national politics by po- 
litical foes of President Coolidge, 
with a view to having it turn on the 
President and having his worm-fish- 
ing record confound him through the 
loss of the true anglers’ vote if he 
should be a candidate for re-election, 
according to Fred B, Shaw, one-time 
international _ fly-fishing champion 
and now instructor and writer on 
fishing and other sports. 

Mr. Shaw was to deliver a radio 
address last night through station 
WABC, the Atlantic Broadcasting 
Company, on ‘“‘Our President, Our 
Trout and Our. Fishing Methods.’’ 
Mr. Shaw said that he received notice 
early yesterday that his speech had 
been canceled. This notice he at- 
tributes to his having refused to 
delete portions of the address uphold- 
ing the President in using worms as 
bait for trout when a demand was 
made by J. Miles Flynn, an insurance 
man, who is Chairman of the recent- | 
ly created Committee on Education 
of the Izaak Walton League, of: 
which both he and Mr. Shaw are 
members. The address was to have 
been delivered under the auspices 
and at the request of the league. . - 


Saw a Plain Duty. 


“Mr. Flynn and I have had a 
great deal of correspondence on the 
subject,” Mr. Shaw said. “I told 
him that it was my intention to offer 
honorable amende to our President 
for the many slurs and gibes that 
have been launched against him by 
anglers since it has become known 
that he was using worms as bait 
for trout. I told Mr. Flynn very 
frankly when I perceived that this 
purpose was not to his liking that 
the President was the newest: and 
most distinguished member of our 
league and that I could not disas- 
sociate our organization from the 
plain duty of making the honorable 
amende due him in that capacity.’’ 

Mr. Shaw said that he had sub- 
mitted a copy of his address to A. 
H. Grebe, head of the broadcasting 
station, and to Mr. Flynn, who sug- 


gested certain deletions to rénder the 
speech non-controversial, according 
ae accepted broadcasting stand- 
ards. 

‘“‘What Mr. Flynn wanted deleted 
were the very things I was most 
anxious to say and I consequently 
refused to comply with his request,” 
Mr. Shaw said. ‘‘Then came this 
notice that my speech had been can- 
celed. In a letter from Mr. Flynn 
which reached me on June 24 when 
I was about to begin preparation of 
my speech were enclosed a number 
of newspaper clippings. All of these 
were hostile to President Coolidge. 
I leave.to others to draw the proper 
conclusions.”’ 

Mr. Shaw exhibited the original 
letter, which, after reference. to. the 
enclosures, contained this: ‘‘Note 
that he (the President) is now a 
member of the league. It.is up to 
you as a member and acknowledged 
authority on angling to say just 
what you think of the worm in this 
enlichtened day.’’ 

“That is funny, coming from Mr. 
Flynn,’’ Mr. Shaw said by way of 
comment. ‘‘He has caught trout with 
worms, as what angler has not? I 
know. And.now he stands as an 
angel of God with a flaming sword, 
in outspoken detestation of worms as 
trout bait.’’ 

‘Mr. Shaw, who is 73 and looks 45, 
had worked up a robust anger by 
this time which made some of his 
native Irish accent break quaintly 
through the English drawl that

WOMAN DELEGATION 
MOVES ON COOLIDGE 


Rapid City With Demand 
for Equal Rights. 








AWAIT HEARING TOMORROW 





Their Spokesman Says Fight for 
a Constitutional Change Will 
Be Reopened in Congress.

RAPID CITY, July 13.—A delega- 
tion from the National Woman’s 
Party arrived-here today to lay be- 
fore President Coolidge, who will re- 
ceive them Friday, their demand 
for a constitutional amendment giv- 
ing them equal rights with men. 

A resolution to amend the Consti- 
tution as desired bv the Woman’s 
Party is pending in Congress, having 
been introduced by Senator Curtis 
and Representative Anthony of Kan- 
sas. The women plan to push their 
fight into the next Congress with 
renewed determination; and they 
seek the President’s support of their 
movement. ; 

Miss Anita Pollitzer of Charleston, 
S. C., spokesman for the group, in 
an interview today gave an outline 
of her party’s program in the months 
to come. e proposed amendment, 
she said, provides that ‘‘men and 
women shall have equal rights 
throughout the United States and 
—— place subject to its jurisdic- 

on. 

“This is the age-lo warfare of 
women being carried into the eco- 
nomic field,’’ she continued. ‘‘Once 
it was thought that women had no 
soul or morals, then she had no 
brains. Now she has no health and 
cannot dispose of her labor. Under 
the law a woman should be a person, 
just as a man is. We want equality 
mn every way that the law touches 
our lives as citizens.’’ 

Many Inequalities, She Says. 

Miss Pollitzer insisted that any 
opinion that may prevail to the effect 
that women now have equal rights 
with men is wholly erroneous. She 
said there were at least sixty-six 
ways in various States in which 
women are not on an equal legal 
basis with men. She asserted that in 
some States men have the right to 
will away the custody of the chil- 
dren, in others al] the wife’s money 
is the husband’s, in still others wo- 
men are not permitted on juries and 
do not have equal property or in- 
heritance eaten 

The interview with the press cor- 
respondents took place in one of the 
class-rooms of the school building 
vhs the President’s offices are lo- 
cated. 

Asked if the fight would include 
further pick in Washington, and 
other militant tics such as the 
National Woman's Party has staged 
in the past, Miss Pollitzer smiled and 
replied: 

‘"™he Woman’s Party is a party of 
action.’’ 

Then she smiled once more, gazed 
meditatively at the surrounding 
black-boards and added: ‘‘And the 
Woman's is for action.”’ 

The present movement is one which 
has its roots chiefly in the West,

The Alexander Theatre Ticket Of- 
fice, Inc., of 200 West Forty-second 
Street; Oscar Alexander, its Presi- 
dent, and Edward Alexander, its 
Secretary-Treasurer, were convicted 
yesterday by a jury -before Federal 
Judge William H..Atwell of having 
‘“‘wilfully failed to pay their Federal 
revenue tax,’’ and also of having

in the indictment. The maximum

Judge Atwell deferred sentence uh- 
til next Tuesday at 10:30 A. M. 
United States Attorney Tuttle, who 
prosecuted the case, said that coun- 
sel for the convicted men had some- 
thing to present “‘ in the ‘nterest of 
the’ public”. before the day of sen- 


tence. While neither Mr. Tuttle nor 
defence attorneys would discuss the 
matter, it is understood that various 
agencies are forming a plan to limit 
theatre ticket .charges; — 
through the establishment of a gen- 
eral sales office. .... 

After the verdict had been an- 
nounced Mr. Tuttle said he intended

The witness agreed that the net 
earnings of his company for the fis- 
cal year just ended were about $§1,- 
100,000, but held this was less than 
for the previous year because of in- 
creased operating costs and in ac- 
cident costs, accidents being more 
frequent because of traffic condi- 
tions and juries disposed to give 
higher damages. 

Mr. Dykeman was asked whether

For Fare Increase. 


There followed a long colloquy over

*‘Nor any other consolidation,’’ was 
the reply. 

Mr. Untermyer a little later 
showed an increase of one cent in 
the fare would net the company an 
increase of $2,400,000 a year. is, 
the witness agreed, would amount 
to 15 per cent additional on the 
common stock, but Mr. Dykeman 
insisted that capitalization had noth- 
ing to do with the case; that prop- 
erty value was the thing to be con- 
sidered. He also held to the belief 
that if the city bought the lines the 
fare would be raised.

Hugh J. Sheehan, President of the 


New York Railways Corporation, 
testified regardin e finances of 
that company, and he also contended 
that the inclusion of the surface lines 
in the unification plan would be a 
good thing from e standpoint of 
the public.

Army Air Corps Appeals 
To Other Branches for Men

WASHINGTON, July 13.—The 

Army Air Corps today’ appealed to 
officers of other branches of the 
army interested in aviation to seek 
transfer to the air army. The ap- 
peal was made in connection with 
efforts to obtain the 1,650 air offi- 
cers needed under the provisions 
of the new Five-Year Air Corps 
law. 
‘There are many vacancies,”’ 
the department said, “in every 
grade in the air corps which the 
department is desirous of filling 
as early as practicable. 

“The attention of officers of 
other branches is invited to the 
promising future of aviation in 
general, and of the Army Ajir 
Corps in particular and those in- 
terested in aviation who have the 
necessary qualifications are urged 
to submit to the Adjutant General, 
through channels, application for 
detail in the air corps for flying 
training with a view to eventual 
transfer thereto.’’ 











Street subway shuttle is being in- 
vestigated by a special committee 
of the Forty-second Street Property 
Owners and Merchants Association, 
that organization announced yester- 
day. The device or system is the 
invention of Alexander L. W. Bogg, 
according to the announcement. 

Mr. Bogg says the system is adapt- 
able to the present tunnel and exist- 
ing stations at Grand Central and 
Times Square and would use two of 
the four tracks in the subway, leav- 
ing two for the operation of the 
shuttle trains. The nove Wee 
would extend all the way Lexing- 
ton Avenue instead of stoppin 
where the trains now stop, west o 
Fourth Avenue. The carrier is de- 
scribed as light in weight, and the 
means of propulsion so simple as to 
require practically no —— power 
than the present shuttle service. In- 
stallation could be made, it is said, 
in a few weeks at a cost less than 
that of any other similar system. 
Fred A. Muschenheim is chairman 
of the special committee appointed 
to investigate Mr. Bogg’s claims and 
his device. 

The association is also endeavor- 
ing to have the shuttle trains op- 
erated all the way to Lexington Ave- 
nue, to avoid the long walk at the 
end of the shuttle, and proposes that 
the tracks at Times Square be 
brought to a common end, to elim- 
inate the confusion at that station. 


DEMANDS TRANSIT IN BRONX 


Park Republican Club Calls for 
Subway Service and Buses. 


Complaining that the Bronx has 
received nothing substantial in the 
way of transit relief since the open- 
ing of the Lexington Avenue subway 
line ten years ago, the Park Repub- 
lican Club of the Eighth Assembly 
District of the Bronx, of which 
Thomas W. Whittle is Republican 
leader, has adopted, it was an- 
nounced yesterday, a set of resolu- 
tions demanding that the Transit 
Commission and the Board of Esti- 
mate take immediate steps to rem- 
edy the conditions which are de- 
scribed as intolerable.

bus transportation, with some as- 
surance of reasonable permanancy or 
operation that will supplement ex- 
isting trolley and other transit 
facilities in the Borough of the 
Bronx.”’ 


BERTAUD PICKS HILL 
FOR FLIGHT TO ROME 


Annoances Air Mail Pilot Will 
Occapy Cockpit With Him 
on Non-Stop Trip. 

















J. D. Hill, airmail pilot and former 
army instructor, was announced yes- 
terday by Lioyd W. Bertaud as the 
flier who will occupy the cockpit with 
him when he starts, some time in 
August, in an attempt to reach Rome 
from Roosevelt Field in a non-stop 
flight.

TO START SOUTH ON OCT. 20. 


Byrd Will Leave for Antarctic on a 
Whaler From San Pedro, Cal. 


SAN PEDRO, Cal., July 13 .— 
Plans for the departure from here 
Oct. 20 of Commander Richard 
E. Byrd’s Antarctic Expedition 
aboard the Norwegian whaling 
steamship C. A. Larsen were an- 
nounced today with completion of 
the ship’s itinerary. The announce- 
ment was made by Captain G. M. 
Byrde, port captain of the Mexican 
Whaling Company and agent for the 
C. A. Larsen. 

The expedition, according to Cap- 
tain Byrde, will consist of fifty men, 
but only fifteen of these will make 
the voyage aboard the whaler. The 
others will sail previously for Stew- 
ard Island, the base for the flight. 
The C. A. Larsen will load Byrd’s 
three-engined Fokker monoplane, in 
which the flier will make the South 
Pole flight, together with a smaller 
single-engined Fokker and several 
tons of equipment, at Norfolk, Va., 
Sept. 16, when she will sail for this 


port. 

Byrd’s planes and supplies will be 
unloaded by the ship at Steward 
Island and she will then proceed 
south to Ross Sea in the Antarctic, 
where she wil) begin her season’s 
job of producing 50,000 barrels of 
whale oil from whales caught by her 
five small ‘‘killer ships.’’

THIRD SOON TO BE ORDERED 


Other Designs Also to Be Submitted 
for Experiment—Choice Likely to 
Be Made Late Next Year. 


WASHINGTON, July 13 @.—A 
number of bombing planes of vary- 
ing types have been ordered by the 
army, which hopes to find among 
them one machine which may be 
standardized for the service.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 13.—Ern- 
est L. Smith, will sail in his mono- 
plane out over the Golden Gate at 9 
o'clock tomortfow morning bound 
for Honolulu.

Bronte triéd out his navigat- 
ing instruments and tested the 
radio, picking up the army beacon 
signals. 

The hop-off will be made from Oak- 
land’s municipal airport on Bay 
Farm Island. The plane itself is 
christened the City of Oakland. 
There will be an escort of six army 
planes, four navy planes and two ma- 
rine corps planes for the start. 

Once on their way, Smith and 
Bronte will attempt to send out news 
of their progress. They will carry 
with them two carrier pigeons and 
will release one 200 miles out at sea 
and the other 400 miles out at sea. 


Ship to Watch for Them. 


There are four ships directly in the 
path over which the plane will pass, 
and they will be constantly on the 
lookout for the fliers, ready to re- 
ceive spoons and relay them to 
the mainland.

CREKS BIG CHANGES 


Platform Will Call for Return 
to Militant Communism in 
Domestic Affairs. 





FOR CONCILIATION ABROAD 


Relaxing of Propaganda and More 
Favorable Stand on Debts 
Are Indicated. ;

MOSCOW, July 13.—What is the 
program of the Russian: Communist 
Party Opposition and what are the 
chances of their success in the com- 
ing struggle? 

The first question is extremely dif- 
ficult to answer because no complete, 
coherent program has ever been defi- 
nitely put forth. The Opposition 
maintain that it exists, but they are 
unwilling: to expound it: publicly till 
the psychological moment, for fear 
as occurred before, that the Admin- 
istration spokesman will pervert and 
distort it before the public on the 
one hand, and steal its best points 


for their own use on the other. 
Nevertheless, it is possible to give 
a general outline of the Opposition 
platform as follows: 
‘The Opposition starts from the 
premise that the Administration by 
overleniency. to the bourgeois ele- 
ments, in villages particularly but 
also in towns, is gradually allowing 
Russia to become a petit bourgeois 
State which, sooner or later, will, be 
dominated by a non-Communist 
Agrarian majority. 


Farming and Industrial Policies. 


Accordingly, its first plank is for 
pressure upon the richer peasantry, 
extended if necessary to a redivision 
of the land now held by them 
through rental and other devices. 
This would be accompanied by an 


extension of privilege in the form 
of State and cooperative. credits. for 
a new land clearance mechanization 
and instruction in better methods to 
the poorer peasantry. 

The second plank concerns indus- 
try, which would be ‘‘rationalized’’ 
and coordinated on a more practical 
and less expensive basis. In particu- 
lar, the authority of the labor unions 
would be extended and in each Soviet 
factory the workers would be made 
responsible for the success of their 
enterprise. 

The urban proletariat would be 
‘‘fortified’’ in its relation to the non- 
proletarian . population, just as the 
poorer peasantry would be in rela- 
tion to the richer peasants. E 

So much for the internal program, 
which would be completed and made 
possible by .a wholesale ——2 
and democratization of the Com- 
munist Party, which, the Opposition 
contends, ‘is now little more than a 
rubber stamp registering the ap- 
prova] of Administration decisions. 

On broad lines, the Opposition pro- 
gram may be described as a ‘‘renais- 
sance”’ of the revolutionary spirit of 
the proletariat, led and inspired by 
the spirit of 100 per cent. pure com- 
munism. In this sense, at least, the 
program ‘‘swings to the Left,’’ a re- 
version in theory and, to some ex- 
tent, in’ practice to the period of 
— ——— communism from 1918 to 


**For Reason”’ in Foreign Affairs. 


On the other hand, it is contended 
that this swing would be compen- 
sated by a ‘‘reasonable’’ policy in re- 
gard to foreign affairs. The Opposi- 
tion proposes, first, to increase the 
facilities for foreign capital and busi- 
ness, even should that involve, as ad- 
vocated two years ago by M. Sokol- 
nikoff, now one of the Opposition 
leaders, some relaxation of the for- 
eign trade monopoly. 

he Opposition considers the Ad- 
ministration over-afraid of the Sone? 
of foreign capitalism while steadily 
giving ground before the individually 
weak but numerically strong home 
capitalism, which in reality is far 
more dangerous. 

To the query whether this change 
would be accompanied by the recog- 
nition of the foreign debts, the Op- 

sition leaders hesitate to respond, 

or obvious reasons of internal 
— But it may be assumed that 
hey would take a broader view of 
this matter,. recy, with regard 
to the United States than hitherto 
as been the case. 


Would Halt Propaganda Abroad. 


Secondly, a relaxation of ‘“‘propa- 
ganda’ activities in the Western 
World is advocated, even, it is said, 
going so far as some sort of declara- 
tion that during the present period 
of ‘‘temporary stabilization,’’ as the 
Communists cal] it, of European 
capitalism, the Communist Interna- 
tional’s activities be confined to a 


theoretical study of the situation in 
various pean ‘countries and a 
theoretical preparation of the vari- 
ous Communist parties for a future 
revolutionary period, which, accord- 
ing to the Marxist: doctrine, will ul- 
timately be produced by capitalist 
economic rivalries. 

This, it is contended, would re- 
move the. present contradiction 
which now makes friendly relations 


of the Soviet Union with the West- 


ern world so difficult—namely the 
desire of an econoniic, financial and 
olitical- rapprochement on the one 
and and on the other hand the feel- 





ing of the Westerners that the Soviet 
Union, through the Communist In- 
ternational, is trying to undermine 
their institutions and governments. 

All this looks well enough on paper, 
but under analysis it is somewhat 
vague and generalized. The Opposi- 
tion say that this is deliberately so, 
which, perhaps, is true. Anyway, it 
is probable that the coming — 
will bring the publication of their 
program in detail. 

A second and more, serious objec- 
tion is that an internal swing to the 
Left would disarrange the social ad- 
jJustment of the past six years, which, 
after all, was mainly a natural 
growth, corresponding to the needs 
of the country. . 

But it must. be remembered that 
the Opposition rrogram is not to be 
submitted, as is the case in America, 
for popular approbation, but is de- 
signee for and will be judged by the 
thinking section of the Russian- 
—— Party, which, at a gener- 

us estimate, cannot: amount to over 
250,000 people. 

The real struggle will be fought 
out in int session of the Central 
Committee and the Central Control 
Committee, numbering little more 
than a hundred Bolshevist leaders. 
Tightly knit and well disciplined as 
is the Administration machifie, the 
Opposition has the advantage in this 
sore of debate of magnificent ora- 
ory.

Bookkeepers and Accountants 
Commit a Third of Ali Petty 


- Offenses: in Rassia. 











MOSCOW, July 13 @.—The fact 
that bookkeepers and accountants, 
as a class, are the principal offend- 
ers among Soviet employes in the 
matter of petty offenses listed under 
the head of ‘‘hooliganism ’’ is stated 
in a report prepared by an official 
of the State Statistical Department. 


Thirty-three per cent. of ‘all such 
cases are charged to them. 

The extermination of hooliganism, 
next to the ‘‘bezprizorni,’’ or home- 
less waifs problem, is the most press- 
ing police question of the day. While 
the number of waifs is apparently 
rapidly growing and their daring in- 
creasing every day, hooliganism, ac- 
cording to official figures, is on a 
comparative decline. he number of 
cases recorded during the last month 
was 476, against double that figure 
for the same month in 1926. 

The report shows that 53 per cent. 
of hooligans are married.- Their age 
ranges from 20 to 29. Women of- 
fenders represent only 10 per cent. 
of the total, but, it is pointed out, 
their offenses are characterized by 
extraordinary cynicism and daring. 

While during the last year only one 
man apveared naked in the streets, 
simnilar cases involving women were 
quite frequent. The preferred places 
for the commission of acts of hooli- 
ganism ure said to be public squares 
and boulevards, and the time from 
9 in the evening to midnight. 


SOVIET TO EXECUTE WOMAN. 


Mme. Klepikoff Accused of Aiding 
Husband as Spy for Britain. 


MOSCOW, July 13 ©. — Mme. 
Klepikoff has been sentenced to 
death’ by a court-martial at Kron- 
stadt on the charge of aiding her 
husband, Commander Klepikoff, in 


espionage for Great Britain. 
lepikoff. who  formerl com- 
manded a ship in the Baltic Fleet, 
was executed by a firing squad re- 
cently after being found guilty of 
espionage. He was alleged to have 
confessed to giving a report to a 
British Intelligence Agent in Finland

LOWDEN APPEALS 
POR FARM EQUALITY 


In Address Before Wisconsin 
Legislators He Urges Parity 
With Business and Industry. 





SCORES DISTRIBUTION COST 


And Puts in a Plea. for the Con- 
sumers—Avoids Reference to 
Political Angles.

MADISON, Wis., July 13.—Ex-Gov- 
ernor Frank O. Lowden of Illinois, 
addressed the members of the legis- 
lature here today. 

Reporters: expecting to find a 
political angle in the Lowden visit 
were disappointed. 'He did not talk 
politics.: He was asked the ques- 
tion: 

“Do you wish your address to be 
construed as endorsing the McNary- 
Haugen plan?’’ and replied: 

‘The speech speaks for itself.”’ 

He opened his address by declaring 
that discussion of the farm situation 
has reached a new stage; that it is 
being seen that not only the farmer 
is involved, that the business world 
is now viewing the problem as one 
in which business, too, is vitally in- 
terested. 


Mr. Lowden mentioned the conclu- 
sions of the National Industrial Con- 
ference Board after its survey, show- 
ing that agriculture had been able to 
go on in recent years largely through 
sacrifice of its capital and of the soil 
resources of the nation. 

“I recognized the interdependence 
of all classes in this highly complex 
age in which we live,’’ he continued. 
“Tf any other large class of our po 
ulation were laboring under the dis- 
advantages which now oppress the 
farmer, my voice would be raised as 
earnestly in behalf of justice for that 


class. 

**I rejoice in the prosperity of other 
classes. I know that agriculture can- 
not flourish with industry prostrate, 
with railroads bankrupt, with com- 
merce languishing. All I seek to do 
is to bring agriculture up to the level 
of these other great forces in our 
national life. 

Nor am I unmindful of the great 
body of consumers of farm products. 
They are already paying in most in- 
stances as much and, in many in- 
stances, more than they should for 
the products of the farm. The 
trouble with the present system of 
marketing and distribution is that 
too small a part of what they pay 
goes to the producer: and too large a 
_— is absorbed in the cost of distri- 

ution.’’

Officials of the more radical Na- 
tionalist Government here continue 
optimistic, outwardly at least, and 
‘during the past twenty-four hours 
Hankow, revisited, appears superfi- 
cially not to have changed since 
May. 

The Yangtse River continues filled 
with foreign men-of-war, chiefly 
British and American, although nt- 
merous Japanese craft lie in the ris- 
ing river off the barricaded Japanese 
concession. 

But beneath the calm exterior vis- 
ible to the casual sojourner here, lies 
unrest, which, although denied in 
high places, finds expression in the 
conversation of members of this 


branch of the Nationalist revolution. 
They are worried. 


Main Causes of Distraction. 


The reasons for this distraction ate 
numerous but lie essentially in three 
things, namely, first, the defection 
of General Feng Yu-siang, on whose 
suport Hankow had relied as its 
chief military strength; second, the 
public assertion of General] Chiang 
Kai-shek, head of the Moderate Na- 
tionalist Government at Nanking, of 
his intention to settle with Hankow 
prior to continuing his major drive 
on Peking, headquarters of the 


Northern Aliiance, and, third, inter- 
nal disorders within the Hankow 
administration. 

These disorders are caused by di- 
vergent opinions concerning the ad- 
visability of continuing to keep 
Michael Borodin and other Moscow 
advisers of the Government or of 
ousting them in the hope that this 
move and monthly cash payments to 
support his army would regain Feng- 
Yu-siang to this fold. 

Feng Yu-siang’s telegram from Su- 
chow, following hi. conference. with 
Chiang Kai-shek there in June, I 
find, has caused extreme bitterness 
here, Hankow having counted im- 
plicitly on Feng’s continued support. 
Borodin is particularly inclined to 
bitternéss; at least. he was in his 
ironical expressions to me concérning 
Feng, whom he refused to discuss, 
remarking, ‘‘Feng is my friend, I 
cannot discuss him and his actions.”’ 


Say Feng Gets Money Still. 


Revolutionary officials here assert 
that Feng still gets nearly $1,000,000 
(Mexican) mopthly from Wuhan [the 
triple cities of Wuchang, Hankow 
and Hanyang], which indicates that

Hambarg Man Celebrates | 
His 25th Gift of Blood

HAMBURG, July 13.—A unique 
‘jubilee, having spent his blood for 
the twenty-fifth time to save hu- 
man Uves, was celebrated today 
by Arnold Essen, a workingman. 

Shortly before the end of the 
World War in 1918, he sacrificed 
1,000 cubic centimeters of the pre- 
cious life fluid to rescue a man 
‘at death's door by trarisfusion. 
As the operation was successful, 
physicians called upon him fre- 
quently since. ° 

He often. gave up 400 cubic cen- 
timeters of blood twice a week 
and once the same quantity twic 
in a single day. 

Altogether he has had sixteen and 
one-half liters of blood transferred 
to the bodies of dying patients, 
with the result that many were 
saved. 

The blood given was always 
reproduced by his body with ex- 
treme rapidity. Usually he was 
not even weakened by the trans- 
fusion and he hopes to celebrate 
his golden jubilee as a blood-giver

PEKING SENDS NOTE - 
OF PROTEST TO JAPAN 


Demands Withdrawal at Once of 
Troops in Shantang—C harges 
Treaty Violation. . 











PEKING, July 13 .—The Peking 
Government, following a verbal pro- 
test by the Foreign Office to the 
Japanese Legation on Monday, has 
sent a note to the Japanese Léega- 
tion in which it demands the im- 
médiate withdrawal of troops from 
Tsinanfu and Tsingtao in the Prov- 
ince of Shantung:

Some Russians Gone Already. 


Whether he and Moscow decided 
that it would be better to lie low for 
the present during the growing an- 
tipathy toward the Reds in China, 
here as well as abroad, remains con- 
jectural, but that is quite possible.

ost of the foreign firms refuse to 
accept the local paper currency, thus 
adding confusion to the troubled 
markéts. Trade is at its lowest ebb 
in years and foreignéfs are the more 
discouraged. Wealthy Chinese are 
marking time, paying taxes and hop- 
ing for better days. 


Trend to Ourbing Unions. 


This and the growing anti-Red 
feeling have reacted on the Govern- 
ment and there is a growing ten- 
dency to regulate unionism rather 
than to place the péasants and farm- 
ers on the highest plane of the social 
structure, which is the basis of the 
Hankow doctrines so far.

OFFICIALS’ PAY THE ISSUE 


Premier’s Defense of Budget Brings 
Him Support Even of Socialist 
and Communist Leaders.

PARIS, July 13.—Premier Poincaré 
today in the Chamber faced his 
critics more frankly and more 
courageously than he has done for 
some time past and defiantly com- 
pleted the victory which had been 


Radicals decided that they would 
still continue their support of the 
Government so as to avoid a crisis 
on the eve of vacations. On this vic- 
tory the, session closed until October. 
The question at issue was whether 
or not civil servants should be paid 
an increase in salaries retroactively 
from last August.or from the first 
of the year. Inevitably the issue had 
become political and vote-catching. 
That civil servants ~are underpaid 
compared to the pre-war standard is 
admitted by every one. 

‘M. Poincaré himself would gladly 
vote them a retroactive increase, he 
said, but he was not dealing with his 


own but with the taxpayers’ goes! 
and to take a lump which would 
amount to many millions out of this 
hoe budget to satisfy the quite 
egitimate demands of the public ser- 
vices would be to upset the balance 
of this budget and endanger the 
whole scheme of financial reform for 
the benefit of one class. 

‘‘We must choose between wisdom 
and prodigality,’’ declared the Pre- 
mier, “and between order and dis- 
order.”’ 

If order is to be maintained the 
civil employes must wait until the 
budget of 1928 is voted before they 
can get their increases. This atti- 
tude is directly contrary to that of 
the Finance Commission, which is 
dominated by the Socialists and the 
more extreme radicals. 

M. Poincaré did not risk defeat. He 
never does that willingly. Being sure 
that he would not be defeated when 
the whole Chamber was more eager 
to get away on vacation than to pro- 
voke a new crisis, he spoke sternly 
of the duty as well as of the rewards 
of civil service employes. 

“It is odious and ridiculous,’”’ he 
said, “‘to accuse the Minister of Fi- 
nance of lacking in generosity. The 
Government’s task is to arbitrate be- 
tween the civil employes and the tax- 
payers. What the Government re- 
fuses to do is to be easily generous 
with the money of others.”’ 

The situation, he reminded. the 
Chamber, was by no means so flour- 
ishing that it would permit generos- 
ity. Thdugh there had been a sur- 
plus in revenue for the first five 
months of the year, June had shown 
that this surplus was not being main- 
tained. The first and absolutely es- 
sential condition of financial stabil- 
ity, the Premier told the Chamber, 
was that the budget should be bal- 
anced, and he would not permit any- 
thing which would endanger that 
stability. 

Whoever voted against the Govern- 
ment, he challenged, was not voting 
against any political party or any 
personality, but against this princi- 
ple, and so against France. Absten- 
tion from voting was just as grave 
as open hostility, he said. 

Such frank defiance of the Opposi- 
tion to vote him out moved the lead- 
ers of all sections of the Chamber 
to support the Premier. Even Leon 
Blum and Marcel] Cachin, the Social- 
ist and Communist leaders, in the 
afternoon session had to admit that 
though they were critics of some of 
the methods by which M. Poincaré 
has maintained the franc, they yet 
believed that he had done great ser- 
vice to his country and to his suc- 
cessors. 

Thus there came about the result 
that the Government, instead of be- 
ing in danger, as two days ago 
seemed possible, obtained a vote of 
confidence of 347 to 200, and won 
all along the line. 

Perhaps if it had not been for the 
imminence of the holiday period and 
the necessity that every one feels of 
getting away for a rest, the result 
would have been different. Cer- 
tainly the general impression in the 
Chamber today is that the Govern- 
ment will not long survive when the 
new session begins in October. 

It .will fall, its critics say, either 
because it has stabilized the franc 
or because it has not. If it does 
stabilize the franc, then the Left will 
be able to do what it likes without 
danger to the country. If it does 
not, then the Centre and the Right 
may force a change so as to bring in 
a Government favorable to stabiliza- 
tion; but M. Poincaré has often in 
the past cheated the prophets, and 
it is not unlikely he may do so 
again.

Hope of Yield Dwindles as the 
Farms of Three Parishes Begin 
to Emerge From Flood. 


VAST LOWLANDS DESOLATE 


Louisiana Victims Return to 
Mud-Plastered Homes With- 
out Means to Carry On. 


NEGLECT OF NATION FELT 


Water Still Pours Through Levee 
Gaps and People Are Unable 


to Share Cost of Repair.

VIDALIA, La., July 13.—The Ten- 
@as Basin, a few week ago a vast 
lake of murky flood waters extend- 
img for more than a hundred miles 
gouth and north and half that dis- 
tance east and west, is slowly emerg- 
ing from the deluge. 

As the parishes of Tensas, Cata- 
houla end Concordia reappear above 
the flocd waters the vastness of the 


disaster which has overwhelmed’ 


them for the first time becomes ap 
perent. 

Today, according to the carefully 
Weighed statements of prominent 
eitizens and parish officials, thou- 
@ands of people in these Eastern 
Louisiana communities are entirely 

titute. They are without money, 

thout credit. Their crops were 

ed out, taxes are coming due, 

. only the Red Cross and Herbert 

er are standing between them 

apd starvation in the dark months 
t are ahead. 


500 to 1,000 Bale Cotton Crop. 


To add to the misery and the 
pethos of the situation, a new dis- 
aster is apparently in the making, 
Bamely, an infestation of crop-de- 
stroying worms that threatens to 
wipe out every semblance of an after- 

ood crop before it is more than a 

days out of the ground. 

Last year Concordia ginned 15,000 
Dales of cotton, but with the worms 
Swarming over the newly planted, 
Soggy fields and the crop three 
months behind schedule, the parish 
this year will be lucky if 500 bales 
are made. 

In Tensas Parish, where the re- 
turns last year approximated 17,000 
bales, they are hoping to get 1,000, 
’ while in the waterlogged lowlands of 
Catahoula the farm experts says 500 
bales will be a banner crop. 

To understand the fearful extent 
ef the calamity on the Louisiana 
side of the river, one should first 
glimpse the splendid fields of cotton, 
corn and alfalfa behind the bluffs of 
Natchez, on the Mississippi side, and 
then from the highlands of Natchez 
look for miles to the westward at the 
desolation of the Tensas Basin, a 
land almost level with the river, a 
eountry as flat as a billiard tabls. 


Big Gaps Remain in Levees. 


Five great crevasses exist in the 
main Mississippi levee chain, four to 
the south and one to the north of 
Vidalia. These gaps; every one of 
major proportions, continue to dis- 
charge the excess flood waters into 
the Tensas Basin. 

According to the official estimates 
#t will cost not less than $500,000,000 
to close them. To date no move in 
that direction has been made, und 
the natives says that it is almost too 
late to dam them in time to hold 
back the norma) flood waters which, 
according to all the previous records, 
should be roaring off the Natchez 








highlands early in the Spring of the 
coming year. 

The delay in beginning this work, 
which is one of mercy as well as ab- 
solute necessity, more than anything 
else is shaking the confidence of the 
people in the Federal organizations 
charged with the safeguarding of the 
—— and its tributaries. 
People Unable to Pay on Repair Cost 

Here in Vidalia today it was said 
that the Government was expecting 
the people to pay one-fourth of th 
cost of these levee replacments, 

“That is absolutely impossible,”’ 
said Sheriff E. P. Campbell of Con- 
cordia. “I collect the taxes and I 
know. 

‘‘How can a man pay when he has 
not a cent in the world left that he 
can call his own? And such is the 
predicament of not less than 90 per 
cent. of the farmers whose homes are 
behind the levees in this and the sis- 
ter parishes of Tensas and Cata- 
houla. 

‘‘The time to begin closing those 
gaps was weeks ago. It is a man- 
sized job and one that will require 
months to execute.”’ 

With the Sheriff at the time was 
Judge John Dale of Vidalia, C. P. 
Seab, the agricultural demonstration 
agent of the Parish of Concordia, 
and several] other men, all prominent 
in the Tensas country and all of 
them informed as to the existing 
flood situation throughout the basin. 

Both Sheriff Campbell and Mr. 
Seab estimated that out of 15,000 
persons in the Parish of Concordia, 
not less than 10,000 are at this mo- 
ment face to face with destitution. 


Starvation in Crop Failure. 


‘In all America,” said Mr. Seab, 
“there are no people more penniless, 
unhappy and with so little hope as 
these. 

‘‘Poor Concordia, Tensas and Cata- 
houla, whose crops were destroyed 
and homes wrecked in the flood, the 
end of which after so many long, sad 


months seems at last definitely in 
sight.’’ 

‘‘What will be the status of these 
people next Winter, when there is no 
Red Cross aid to be had?’’ Mr. Seab 
Was asked. 

“Tf they make no crop, and it ap- 
pears as certain es anything in the 
world can be certain, they won’t 
have a harvest,’’ replied Mr. Seab. 
“The vast majority of the flood vic- 
tims in this basin, and they are thou- 
sands in number, will face the threat 
of starvation. 

“Of course, they are trying to 
make a little crop of some kind. You 
have seen it and you know what it 
looks like. The cotton is just out of 
the ground and the corn is just be- 

inning to sprout. But that is all, 
or the worms are getting in their 
deadly work and unless we can find 
scme way to destroy them there will 
not be even the shadow of a crop in 
this part of the flooded country. 


Worms Already in Fields. 


‘The pests doing the major part of 
the damage are the leaf worms and 
th. cut worms. The former attack 
the leaves of the plants while the 
latter cut the sprouts off even with 
the ground as fast as they emerge 
from the soil. Whole fields are 
ruined in an incredibly short time, 
the tiny stalks being severed as with 
a sharp knife. 

‘‘The worms are attacking the soy 
beans, ———— corn and alfalfa 
crops in addition to cotton. 

“*“Without these crop-preying pests 
we might get a mite of a crop; with 
them, the chances are that we will 
get none at all. Of course, I am re- 
ferring to the flood zones and not to 
the highlands above the flood lines, 
whére the crops are so far matured 
as to be immune from worm and in- 
sect devastation.’’ 

Judge Dale declared that the two 
big problems that must be met with- 
out delay are, first, to rehabilitate 
the destitute and give them an even 
chance for a new start, and, second- 
ly, for the Government without fur- 
ther delay to begin the safeguarding 
of the valley, not only the part bor- 
dering on the Mississippi proper but 
also along its main tributaries. He 
added that until this was done there 
would never again be any guarantee 
of security from flood disaster= in 
the valley of the Mississippi. 


Natives Feel Neglected. 


As everywhere else in the flooded 
zone, the impression one gets in the 
Tensas Basin is that the people gen- 
erally fee] that the Federal Govern- 
ment is not as deeply interested in 
them and their misfortunes as it 
should be.

“That is why we are so deeply 
concerned over the future of our 
destitute people, who are going into 
the Winter months without anything 
but wrecked homes,’’ said Mr. Seab. 

‘*The clothes on their backs, a few 
Red Cross blankets, a rooster and a 
few hens, and in some instances 4 
little live stock to feed, and no forage 
and no money to buy it with. 

“T know and everybody else down 
here does that Secretary Hoover has 
and will continue to do everything he 
can for the flood victims, and the 
same is true of the Red Cross. But 
there it stops, according to the way 
it looks down here in the Tensas 
desolation.’”’ 


Survey Confirms Desolation. 


THe New YORK TIMES correspon- 
dent today made a six hours’ trip 
through the country between Vidalia 
and St. Joseph, the latter the seat of 
Tensas Parish. On all sides was 


evidence of the accuracy of what Mr. 
Seab, Sheriff Campbell and Judge 
— had said about the flood situa- 
on. 

Nowhere was the cotton more than 
an inch or two out of the ground. 
What corn there was could hardly be 
seen in the . Soy beans were 
few and far between, and nowhcre 
in sight were there as many as 4 
hundred stalks of cane 

In the ditches on either side of the 
highway the water was in pools and 
stagnating, and mosquitos were 
swarming over them. In places the 
water still completely covered the 
fields. 

There was not a house that had not 
been flooded almost to the roofs, and 
into these soggy, ill-smelling habita- 
tions the fl victims were return- 


ing. 

fn one instance a family, finding 
the little home uninhabitable, had 
taken shelter in the loft of a barn. A 
mule and a cow were quartered in 
me lower part of the rickety struc- 
ure. 


Homes Under Foot of Slime. 


In many instances slime was still a 
foot or more deep in these poor 
homes. 

North of Ferriday were two herds 
of refugee cattle which had been sal- 
vaged to the hills when the levees 
broke. The herds comprised several 
hundred head, including a large pro- 
portion of lean and hungry calves.

SAY EARLY ACTION IS VITAL 


Should 
Hasten Relief for Mississippi Vic- 
tims Who Are Facing Destitution. 


Agree That Government

WASHINGTON, July 13.—Declar- 
ing that early legislative action is 
essential to the rehabilitation of the 
Mississippi Valley, not only in the 
interest of humanity, but for the na- 
tional welfare, Senator Copeland, in 
a letter to Jay R. Rising, Vice Presi- 
dent of the National Park Bank of 
New York City, today again strongly 
urged an extra session of Congress 
to deal with the situation. 

Under yesterdav’s date Mr. Rising 
wrote to Copeland enclosing a letter 
from one of his bank’s ‘‘oldest and 
most valued’’ correspondents regard- 
ing the great distress that followed 
the fl in the aye © River 
Delta section. As the rehabilitation 
of that section was believed to be be- 
yond the power and resources of the 
local communities affected, Mr. Ris- 
ing brought it to the Senator’s 
notice. 

“It is evidently necessary,’’ Mr. 
Rising wrote, ‘‘that the Federal Gov- 
ernment take immediate steps in or- 
der to complete the rehabilitation this 
year before the rains of next Win- 
ter and early Spring come along, 
which, unless the work is completed 
during this season, will cause a repe- 
tition of the flood next Spring. We 
believe that a matter of so great im- 
portance should receive the imme- 
diate action and attention of the Gov- 
ernment, and we therefore enlist 
your favorable consideration to the 
end that relief may be obtained if 
possible from future occurrences of 
this disaster.’’ 

Senator Copeland today replied in 
part as follows: 

“T am very much concerned over 
—2 situation in the Mississippi Val- 
ey. 

Sees Need of Special Session. 


‘It has been my idea from the first 
that there should be a special ses- 
sion of Congress to deal with the 
situation. My sentiments were so 
outspoken that The New York Eve- 
ning Post and other papers criticized 
me for what they regarded as an 
‘attack on the President.’ I am sorry 
if my position was considered par- 








tisan in any sense. Personally, I do 
not see how it can be so re arded. 

“‘My conception of government is 
that its purpose is to serve humanity. 
A large section of our country has 
met with a tragic calamity. As I 
see it, it is clearly the duty of the 
Government to step in at once and 
to render for them such benefits as 
they are unable to gain for them- 
selves. 

“Without assistance, that country 
is permanently ruined. Intelligent 
aid at this time will save the situa- 
tion. Twice as much money spent 
later will be wasted. The letter from 
your correspondent confirms the evi- 
dence I have had presented by 
others. I hope you have been read- 
ing the articles in THe New YORK 
Times by Mr. L. C. Speers, a staff 


correspondent of that paper, an in-| Typ 


telligent, conservative, thful man. 

‘This morning’s New York TIMEs 
indicates that a thousand homes in 
the Madison Parish are under water 
and nearly all their owners facing 
destitution. It states that almost all 
the tenant farmers of this region are 
penniless. This vast area is made 
sterile by the flood and the credit 
associations are unable to help. the 
tenants. 


Local Organizations Bankrupt. 


“The letter you sent me says that 
not $1 has been expended by any 
agency to restore the houses, barns 
and cabins destroyed by the flood. 
In that one section it is estimated 
that $12,000,000 is only an approxi- 
mation of what is needed to restore 
the buildings in the flooded area. 

‘The Arkansas banking establish- 
ments have handled around 1,400 
loans, aggregating $124,000, but they 
are loaning nothing on crops plant- 
ed after the 10th of June. The Lou- 
isiana Rehabilitation Corporation 
has done nothing. The Mississippi 
Corporation has consummated one 
loan. In short, it is impossible for 
the banking institutions of these 
flooded States to rehabilitate the 
country or to aid it in any way. The 
local organizations are bankrupt and 
can make no further contributions. 

AJ am glad you realize, as one of 
the executive officers of a great 
New York bank, that this is a matter 
of such great importance that it 
should receive the immediate atten- 
tion of the Government. Of course 
it should. I beg of you to put pres- 
sure on the forces back of the res- 
ident of the United States in order 
that he may come to realize the ne- 
cessity for immediate action. 

‘I have no sympathy with the crit- 
icism expressed by some ‘leaders’ 
that a special session would result 
in ‘hasty and half-baked legislation.’ 
The way to avoid such legislation is 
to give Congress time for its com- 
mittees to study and digest the va- 
rious plans which would be put be 
fore them. 


Should Be Meeting Now. 


“In my opinion the Rivers and 
Harbors Committee of the House 
and the Commerce Committee of the 
Senate should be meeting right now 
and having hearings on the subject 
of the rehabilitation of the Missis- 
sippi Valley. 

‘The Board of Army Engineers 





should make a preliminary report 
in order that it may be studied and 
useful advice given by the commit- 
tees. The earlier we begin this sort 
of work, the sooner 1 be the 
rehabilitation in the flood area 
This is the very way to prevent hasty 
and half-baked legislation. We neec 
time to deliberate over these mat- 
ters, and this is the time to begir 
these deliberations. 

*‘There is another side to this ques 
tion which it is natural for me, ea 
hysician, to worry over. I refer to 
he probability of disease infestation. 
With contamination of the wate: 
supplies there will be intestinal dis- 
eases. With the breeding of mos- 
— there is always a chance of 
the spread of malaria and even the 
remote chance of yellow fever 
hoid fever is another ssible 
menace. The insanitary conditions of 
the district will more and more en- 
danger the health and lives of the 
peovle. 
*‘Because the nation needs the food 
and cotton supply normally furnished 
by that region, because we need to 
have the people there restored to 
their buying capacity to absorb their 
share of the manufactured products 
of the country, because we have an 
interest in the physical welfare and 
health of this great territory and be- 
cause we possess the ordinary in- 
stincts of humanity and a desire to 
help our fellow-men—for al] these 
reasons we should go forward at 
once to take such legislative action 
as may be deemed essential to the 
rehabilitation of the Mississippi 
Valley.”’

Court Fixes the Award. 


“The owner presents his experts. 
Then a Justice of the Supreme Court, 
considering all the testimony and 
after viewing the property, fixes the 
award, and the amount so fixed and 
determined is only reversible in the 
appellate courts upon showing that 
the Court adopted an erroneous 
theory in arriving at its valuation. 
In all these proceetlings the City of 
New York is represented by the Cor- 
poration Counsel. 

“Tt must be boi.e in mind that 
the amount of awards such as are in- 
dicated in the Controller’s state- 
ment represent not only the pay- 
ment of the amounts fixed as the

ETTINGER TO STUDY 
SCHOOL HEALTH WORK 


Tasks to Be Performed Next Fall 
by Superintendent Emeritus 
Outlined by Dr. O'Shea. 


Dr. William L. Ettinger, recently 
made Superintendent Emeritus of the 
city schools, will take up the duties 
of his new office in September, mak- 
ing a study of health work in the 
schools, Dr. William J. O’Shea, Su- 
perintendent of Schools, announced 
yesterday. 

Dr. O’Shea has asked Dr. Ettinger 
to study the following four ques- 
tions: 

Whether the State Education law 
should be amended to require a

n health education?—What improve- 
ments should be made in present 
methods of determining and correct- 
ing physical defects of school chil- 


co 














dren?—Are the dental and other 
health clinics now in operation in the 
schools properly equipped and con- 
ducted? 

Dr. Ettinger has also been asked 
by the present Superintendent to 
serve as an advisory member of a 
committee studying modification in 
the present course of study in health 
education. The committee is under 
the — supervision of Dr. John 
P. nroy, District Superintendent, 
and has as its Chairman, Frederick 
J. Reilly, Principal of Public School 
79, the Bronx. 

Dr. Ettinger is —— the Sum- 
mer at Hunter’s Rest Camp, Ra- 
quette Lake, N. Y. He has not been 
active in the work of the public 
schools since 1924, when the Board 
of Education, by direction of Mayor 
Hylan, refused to re-elect him Super- 
intendent of Schools at the end of 
his term. 

Subsequently the State Legislature 
passed legislation enabling the Board 
of Education to elect him Superin- 
tendent Emeritus, which it did last 
July. The appointment was con- 
firmed by the Board of Education 
last February. The sition is for 
life and carries a salary of $12,000 
a year. The duties of Superintendent 
Emeritus, as defined by law, are to 
consult with and advise the officials 
of the Board of Education when and 
as requested by the Superintendent 
of Schools. 


PLANS TO OUST McANDREW. 


Chicago Board of Education Head 
Says Superintendent Must Go. 


CHICAGO, July 13 @.—William 
McAndrew, Superintendent of Chi- 
cago schools, whose policies provided 
much of the campaign fire of Mayor 
Thompson during the late election, is 
going to be ousted before schools 


opens in September, the President of 
the Board of Education, T. Lewis 
Coath, asserted today. 

The “‘bunk shooting educator,”’ as 
Mr. Coath called Mr. McAndrew, is 
holding his job ‘ y a thread,’’ the 
board head declared.

Seventy-five women, members of 
Kiowa Council, 47, of the Degree

Counsel for the State body. said the 
assessment was not a tax but merely 
an increase in dues.

Eastern 
Star objected to an assessment im- 

sed by the State body was cited to 
fhe Court. Justice Townley, who 
heard that action, decided in-favor of 
the local council. 


RENDIGS ESCAPES PRISON. 


Four-Year Sentence Suspended—A 
Juror in Brokerage Suit.

At the offices of C. J. Norman of 
the Building Trades Employers’ As- 
sociation it could not be said how long 
it would take for the layoff of cement 
finishers to seriously affect the build- 
ing situation. Mr. Norman hoped the 
international unions would get to- 
gether soon and solve the problem be- 
fore them. 

President Green of the A. F. of L.

That Lengel Helped Prepare 
’ Alibi After Mellett Murder. 


DECLARES HE BACKED PLOT. 


One-Time Favorite Testifies That 
His Superior Said That the 
Publisher Deserved Beating.

CANTON, Ohio, J uly 13.—Floyd E. 
Streitenberger, one-time favorite po- 
liceman of former Police Chief 
Saranus A. Lengel, faced the latter 
on the witness stand this afternoon 
and accused him of having aided in 
forming an alibi for Streitenberger 
after the murder of Don R. Mellett, 
Canton Daily News publisher, last 
July 16. : 

Mr. Streitenberger’s appearance as 
a witness was the high spot of a day 
of sensational developments in the 
‘trial of Mr. Lengel on a charge of 
first-degree murder in connection 
with the slaying of Mr. Mellett. 

“Stay with it,’’ Mr. Streitenberger 
said Mr. Lengel told him the day 
after the murder when the former 
policeman told the chief of the “‘sick 
dog’’ .alibi, framed to place Mr. 
Streitenberger .and Louis. Mazer 
away from the scene of the murder. 

Mr. Streitenberger said he made 
several trips to Canton from Spring- 
field, Ohio, where he moved after 
he was dismissed from the police 
force; to confer with Mr. Lengel. The 
witness said that he was sure he 
would be-indicted and received the 
chief’s advice to ‘‘go to the peni- 
tentiary and keep your mouth shut 
and I'll do everything I can to help 
you get out.’’ 

The former policeman testitied that 
Mr. Lengel was told of the plot to 
‘“‘beat up’’ Mr. Mellett which resulted 
2 ane murder, and that Mr. Lengel 

“Good, it’s what the blank blank 
deserves.”’ 

Mr. Lengel, he charged, also par- 
ticipated in several conferences at 
which alibis were made for all those 
who might come under suspicion as 
participants in the conspiracy. 

Mrs. Florence E. Mellett, widow 
of the slain publisher, Mr. and Mrs. 
Walter Vail, friends who were vis- 
iting at their house on the night of 
the murder, and Coroner T. C. Mc- 
Quate were among the witnesses 
today. 

Mayor Stanford M. Swarts testi- 
fied that at a police-sheriff confer- 
ence after the murder Mr. Lengel 
placed blame for the crime on ‘‘some 
blackhand gang, probably Pitts 
burghers.”’ 

Earl Hexamer, at that time safety 
director, told the jury that when 
Mr. Lengel was ousted from office 
as chief last August he asked him 
and several others to leave the 
room ‘‘while I move some papers 
from my safe.’”’ Mr. Hexamer said 
he never learned what the ‘‘papers’’ 


were.

Bishop Diaz, Exiled From That 
Country, Tells of Visit to 
the Vatican. 


Pope Pius sent a message of faith 
in the ultimate victory of the Catho- 
lic Church in Mexico through Bishop 
Pascual Diaz, who returned Tuesday 
on the White Star liner Majestic 
after three months in Europe. Bish- 
op Diaz will make his home in New 
York during his period of exile from 
Mexico. He was the first Mexican 
Bishop forced by the Government to 
leave because of the conflict between 
Church and State. . ¢ 

At the College of St. Francis 
Xavier, 30 West Sixteenth Street, 
where he is making his temporary 
home, Bishop Diaz said yesterday: 

“The Pope is confident that even- 
tually the Church will win her battle 
in Mexico. I went to Rome chiefly to 
obtain confidence and support for 


my faith and I obtained it.in an au-

affairs as I had viewed them, and he 
expressed the opinion that the Calles 
Government must fall, and that with 
its fall the Catholic Church will re- 
gain her old standing.”’

Dr. Mills Describes to Institute 
of Chemists Economy of 
‘Such a Change. 


SEES LOWER LOSS OF LIFE 


Tear Gas Can Be Used to Control 
a Mob or an Army and Yet 
is Humane, He Says. 


Special to The New York Times. 

STATE COLLEGE, Pa., July 13.— 
Parallel development of gas and air- 
planes as substitutes for large arma- 
ments to provide national security 
was urged here today by Dr. J. E. 
Mills of the chemical warfare service 
of the army, who addressed the In- 
stitute of Chemistry of the American 
Chemical Society. 

‘If a nation could develop its civili- 
zation freely without provision for 
war, and yet in time of emergency 
turn its plowshares into swords, it 
would be fortunate,’’ he said. ‘“‘Such 
a situation means eventually national 
security without large armament. 

“Gas warfare has an advantage 
over the older forms of warfare in 
that it can be made humane as much 
as it is possible to exercise human- 
ity,’’ Dr. Mills said. ‘Tear gas could 
be used to control a mob or an army 
with the certainty that there would 
be no loss of life. Gas can be prop- 
erly controlled, but once you have 
started a bullet or a shell on its way 
all control over it is done, 

**Theoretically, one ton of mustard 
gas can kill 45,000,000 and theoreti- 


cally a machine gun can kill 750 men 
a minute, but neither is actually so 
effective.’’ 


Dr. Mills declared it was “a bless- 
ing to the world, not a curse, that 
dye factories can change almost over 
night from the manufacture of dyes 
and perfumes that * to the van- 
ity and taste of mankind to the man- 

acture of the most powerful poi- 
sons for use in war. 

‘It is a blessing to the world that 
a nation’s water power can be turned 
to the production of cheaper ferti- 
lizer in times of peace and yet aid 
in maintaining national security in 
time of war,’’ he added. 

The airplane, the other chief de- 
velopment of the World War, al- 
ready has proved its commercial 
wo Dr. Mills said. In emergency, 
a fleet of airplanes could be used for 
national defense without great ex- 
penditure.

A suit for half of a fortune of 
néarly $1,000,000 alleged to have been 
accumulated as a result of a gift 
from General Rafael Reyes, when he 
was Président of the Republic of Co- 
lumbia, was filed in the Supreme 
Court yesterday by his niece, Mrs.

owner of three banaria plantations. 
She alleges that in 1922 he sold these 
to the United Fruit Company for 
$550,000 and that she was entitied-te

She alleges that Delgado then in- 
vested the proceeds at a large profit 
in various European cities, and that 
the proceeds of the investment now 
amount to more than $850,000. She 
Says her husband came here in 1924 
and bought the property at 330-336 
West Seventy-second Street and or- 
ganized the Delgado-Hermanos Cor 
poration to take title. With other 
funds he bought the realty at 341-345 
West Seventy-first Street in 1926. 

Her husband induced her to come 
here last year, she declares, and then 
began a series of acts by threats and 
promises to induce her to unite in 
signing the deeds of the realty to 
her ‘-husband’s corporation, and also 
to consent to divorce him.

Pacific Coast Cities Had the Lowest 
in 1926, Association Reports. 


According to an announcement

Child Health Association based upon 
the annual report on infant mortal- 
ity for 1926, cities of .the Pacific 
Coast lead the entire United States 
in having the lowest infant ‘death 
rates. 

The reports show that the —5* 
eight cities of more than 100, 
population of the three West Coast 
States, Washington, Oregon and 
California, had a combined rate last 
year of 54, which represented the 
number of deaths under 1 year of 
age per 1,000 births. 

Standing second is the West North 
Central area, including Nebraska, 
Kansas and Minnesota, in which 
thirty-three cities have a rate of 64.

York, New Jersey and Pennsylvania, 
is third, with a rate of 73. There 
were 174 cities tabulated in this area.

VICTIM URGES MERCY 
FOR INVALID ASSAILANT 


to | Doctor, Wounded by Shell-Shocked 


Veteran, Appears on Crutches 
at the Trial. 


PHILADELPHIA, July 18 (#).—Dr. 
Charles A. Aitken, Veterans’ Bu- 
reau physician who was shot a 
month ago by George Shaeffer, 35, 
a shell-shocked World War veteran, 
appeared in court today on crutches 
to beg mercy for his assailant. 

Mr. Shaeffer, a Tennessean, in- 
censed because his $125 a month dis- 
ability pension had been cut down, 
invaded the Veterans’ Bureau offices 
here on June 13, shot and wounded 
Dr. Aitken and attacked two other 
physicians who ran to the aid of 
their wounded comrade.

He told the 
Court he had left Atlantic City ‘“‘and 
intended to go to Reading, where 
he had left an automobile. 

“I don’t remember leaving the

Bureau,’’ he said. 

Dr. Aitken told the Court that in 
his opinion the case was one * 
ing medical attention more an 
criminal prosecution. On the recom- 
mendation of the physician, the 
Court decided to appoint a commis- 
sion to study the mental condition 
of Mr. Shaeffer and decide what 
could be done to effect a cure. 
Meanwhile the veteran was sent to 
e county prison until the commis- 
sion files its report with the court.

Cemetery today. He was buried near 
the grave of his friend, Michael Col- 
lins, who also was murdered by his 
countrymen in the early days of the 
Free State. The atmosphere in the 
city was one of intense mourning. 
No great Irish leader ever had a 
more impressive funeral. A quarter 
of a million people stood for hours 
waiting for the procession to pass 





and many women were overcome 
with emotion and fatigue as the cor- 
tege passed with bands playing the 
dead march. 

The sorrow that he felt deep in 
his soul was reflected in President 
Cosgrave, who walked with mem- 
bers of the Executive Council behind 
twelve military trucks filled with 
wreaths, the nation’s tribute to the 
fallen realist, who had worked five 
years to crush anarchy in Ireland. 

It took nearly four hours for the 
procession to reach the cemetery. In 
it were members of the Free State 
Parliament, Judges, Civil Service em- 
ployes, business men, representatives 

f all local bodies, army and civic 
guards and the unarmed police force, 
which O’Higins created to replace 
the old armed Royal Irish Constabu- 
lary, besides American representa- 
tives in Dublin and the Consuls of 
other foreign nations.

‘To look at it on a calm —* 
if there ever is one such, you wou d 
think it would be child’s play to 
score on it,’”’ said Tommy.

It can change its 
stripes completely in a few moment’s 
me. Holes that are drive and 
mashie niblick shots in the forenoon 
can demand two brassie shots in the 
afternoon.

PUNCH MUCH IN EVIDENCE 





Jack’s Hitting Prevents His Work- 
out From Becoming Mediocre— | 
Paid Crowd Is Unsatisfactory.

July 13.—The heaviest: day since he 


started training here for his battle 
on July 21 against Jack Sharkey, was 
experienced today by Jack Demnsey,

Starting with his customary ses- 
sion on the road for close to an hour 
early in the morning, Dempsey this 
afternoon went through a svirited 
twelve-round drill in which he de- 
voted sevén rounds to sparring. 

At the finish the critics watching 
him were still unimpressed with this 
present-day Dempsey, but agreed on 
the fact that he can hit with some- 
thing of the old sock. 

The drill, by a surprise decision. 
was held before a paid attendance of 
several hundred. Manager Leo 
Flynn let down the bars against 
charging admissions and gladdened 
the heart of Old Tom Luther. But, 
from his own statement, it didn’t do 
Dempsey any good and he does not 
intend again to admit the public. 

“Only newsvaper men will see 
Dempsey work henceforth,’’ said 
Flynn. ‘I let the public in this 
afternoon and satisfied myself again 
that Dempsey cannot do himself jus- 
tice while working before a crow 
he knows has paid to see him. 


Works Better Without Crowd. 


In a fight before a big gathering it 
is different. In a training camp, 


however, he wants to annihilate any 
of his sparring partners who reaches 
him with a punch, and when he is 
feeling that way his preparation suf- 
fers. On other days when he was 
boxing only before néwspaper men 
Dempsey took his time. He let 
sparring partners hit him as often 
as they liked until he had evolved a 
Dlan to overcome the situation, then 
he went out and completed his plan. 

It rained during the work-out. A 
shower which lasted the duration of 
a round caused the men and women 
spectators to seek shelter. They 
rushed the ringside and clambered 
on the two-foot extension beyond 
the ring ropes and the work-out was 
interrupted, and Dempsey did not 
resume boxing until the crowd had 
been chased away. 

The fans cheered Dempsey when 
he entered the open-air ring and ap- 
plauded his work with the six spar- 
ring partners, sending him off with 
another cheer at the finish. 

Dempsey varied his program by 
boxing two rounds * one man. 
He selected Larry Gaines, Toronto 
negro, for this purpose, which was 
to practice protecting himself against 
left-hand leads from a man back- 

edalling furiously. Dempsey had 

ut little success. He felt many a 
left-hand jab and hook to the head 
and an occasional right. 


Gaines Draws Blood. 


When he sought to counter the fire 
of his partner Dempsey invariably 


found himself out of position or too 
slow to counter with the old cat-like 
speed and sure-fire accuracy. One 
of Gaines’s lefts drew blood from 
Dempsey’s artificial nose. 

Dempsey for just one round of the 
work-out reminded one of the old

National League Will Play Host 
to 5,000 Disabled and 
Orphans at Jubilee. 














Disabled war veterans and orphans 
of this city are to help John J. Mc- 
Graw celebrate his silver jubilee as 
manager of the Giants and all will 
be guests of the National League. At 
the midsummer meeting of the par- 
ent major circuit in the offices of 
President John A. Heydler, 8 West 
Fortieth Street, yesterday, the own- 
ers voted $5,000 for the purpose of 
bringing these disabled and orphaned 


baseball fans to the jubilee game at 
the Polo Grounds on next Tuesday. 

The plan for this was expressed in 
the following resolution adopted at 
the meeting. 

In recognition of the great career 
of John J. McGraw and his service 
to baseball throughout the world and 
in appreciation of his loyalty and de- 
votion to the National League: 

Be it resolved, that the league 
record its hearty congratulations at 
the close of twenty-five years of con- 
scientious and extraordinary ability 
as the successful manager of the 
New York Giants, and as a token of 
its affection and esteem invite to the 
celebration of his silver jubilee at 
the Polo Grounds on July 19, 1927, 
5,000 disabled veterans of the wars 
and orphans of this city, mindful 
that this tribute would best express 
his wishes in that matter. 

Be it further resolved that $5,000 
be appropriated for this purpose. 

As was anticipated the owners dis- 
cussed the so-called lively ball and, 
as also was anticipated, it generally 
was agreed that there is no such 
thing as a lively ball in the sense of 
there being a rabbit ball. President 
Heydler, who presided at the ses- 
sion, admitted that the baseball now 
in use in the National League is 
faster and more lively than those 
used many years ago, but not livelier 
than any that has been used within 
recent years. 

Improvements in the manufacture 
and the better grade of material 
used in its construction have made 
the ball of today superior to that 
employed in the ‘‘good old days.’’ 
But despite alleged complaints Pres- 
ident Heydler declared that there 
had been no disapproval of the ball 
by any of the players, managers or 
owners in the league. 

In fact, said the league President, 
it was the general opinion thet the 
present liveliness of the ball was de- 
manded by the fans and players 
alike, since it speeded up play, espe- 
cially in the outfield. But the live- 
liness is not of a degree to make 
the use of the present ball a menace 
to players. as has been charged, he 
asserted. The club owners present all 
egreed that as a matter of fact the 
ball now employed is the ideal one 
for the purpose. President Hydler 
said after the meeting that no 
change would be made.

PETER BURNAUGH, 
TURF WRITER, DIES 


Widely Known Authority on 
Racing Passes Away 
After Operation. 





Peter Burnaugh, one of the. best- 
known writers on turf matters in 
this country, died suddenly yester- 
day morning at the Park West 
Hospital, 170 West Seventy-sixth 
Street, after a brief illness. 

Mr. Burnaugh was taken suddenly 
ill at the course of the pampire City 
Racing Association at Yonkers last 
Thursday afternoon while covering 
the opening day’s racing of the 
Summer meeting. He was taken to 
the Park West —* ital, where he 
was operated u or an intestinal 
trouble. Tues “ night a second 

operation was performed, from 
which he failed to rally. Funeral 
arrangements have not been com- 
pleted. 

Born in Kentucky and a graduate 
of the University of Kentucky, Mr. 
Burnaugh was 35 years of age. He 
began his newspaper career on the 
staff of The Lexington (Ky.) Herald, 
owned by his friend, Desha Breckin- 
bridge. Later he went to The Louis- 
ville Courier-Journal. 

In 1920 Mr. Burnaugh came to New 
York, joining the staff of The New 
York Herald. Within a short time, 
however, he returned to turf writing 
with The Telegram. In addition to 
his newspaper work he wrote on turf 
matters for the magazines and had 
taken several trips abroad to study 
race courses and racing. On May 1 
he joined the staff of he Sun. 

Only a week before being taken ill 
Mr. Burnaugh was married to Miss 
cee es oR: , daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. ley of Wichita, Kan., 
at Trinity ‘Chureh, Hewlett, L. I., 
and with his bride had established 
his home at 45 Washington Square. 
He is survived by Mrs. Burnaugh 
and his mother.

It was discovered that Dempsey had been sparring 
with Dave Shade at some mysterious hour of the 
morning when all the experts and volunteer observers 
were fast asleep in bed.

The blows are shortened.

Signs and Portents. 


Now all this may not mean a thing. Pugilistic his- 
tory, if it proves anything, proves that peering at a 
fighter in training is useless as a basis of predicting 
the outcome of a scheduled battle. 

Nobody ever discovered a ‘‘hollow shell’’ at a train- 
ing camp. Dempsey is smashing down sparring part- 
ners faster than a new cook can break dishes. That’s 
nothing new. He did plenty of that in preparation for 
Willard and he smashed down Willard. He did more 
of it in his training for the Firpo fight and he bounced 
Firpo on the canvas a half dozen times or more.. 

He slaughtered squads of sparring partners by way

of exercising for the Gibbons argument and he didn’t 
put.a dent anywhere on the Gibbons anatomy. When 
he was training for the Tunney fight sparring part- 
ners were marched into the ring by platoons and car- 
ried out on stretchers. 

This proves that Jack is rough on sparring part- 
ners. Nothing else. 

It’s no news that Dempsey carries a punch. He 
couldn’t put it over on Gibbons and he couldn’t even 
start it against Tunney. Can he deliver it, F. O. B. 
on the moving midriff or the shifty chin of Josef Paul 
Cuckoshay, otherwise known as Jack Sharkey? 

That’s an open question viewed from any given 


angle. 
The One-Punch Argument. 


Many of the Dempsey adherents assert that if Jack 
hangs one of his old-time punches on Master Sharkey’s 
ribs or chin in an early round the aforesaid Sharkey 
will retaliate by striking the canvas a fierce blow. 

That’s reasonable enough. It may happen just that 
way, but the odds run slightly against it for more 
good reasons than one. Sharkey is fairly agile at get- 
ting out of the way of flying hooks and jolts. Demp- 
sey himself has’ been quoted to the effect that he will 
have to get Sharkey in the early rounds if he is to 
catch him at all. 

Adopting the Dempsey argument, Sharkey’s problem 
is to duck the deadly punch for the first half dozen 
rounds. If he can do that, most of Dempsey’s sup- 
porters concede Sharkey an even chance or better to 
outspeed, outfoot and outbox the former champion 
over the longer route. 

But they claim he can’t duck the Dempsey punch 
without ducking under the lowest rope and taking to 
the nearest exit. 

To this argument Sharkey himself responds: ‘‘Is that 
so?“ For the moment that pertinent question might 
be considered a perfect answer. 


On Behalf of the Sailor. 


The Sharkey side of the debate is simple. He is 
young, strong, fast, a good boxer, a fair hitter, and he 
is fired with the spirit of battle. He likes to fight. 
He wants to be champion and he expects to be cham- 
pion. He has had thirty-three fights in the last three 
years and he has improved wonderfully in the last 
year. 

Scoffers say: “‘He never defeated a good man in his 
life. He never even saw a good man.’’ Dempsey’s 
detracters say the same thing of the Manassa Mauler 
and with equal injustice. Dempsey defeated the best 
men of his day and did it decisively. No man can do 
more than that. Sharkey has beaten the best of the 
modern heavies with the exception of Dempsey and 
Tunney. He has earned his spurs. 

The Boston battler is eight years younger than 
Dempsey and he stands today where Jack stood at 
Toledo. It’s a pretty good spot. 

Add to that the fact that no modern heavyweight 
champion ever made a successful return to the ring, 
and it can be seen that the odds are in favor of the 
up and coming young man, 

A man with a punch always has a chance and Demp- 
sey has a punch. That gives him a chance. 

It’s up to him to make the most of it.

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“NORMALLY HOT.” 


Tuesday and yesterday, while the 
rest of us were sagging and melting 
and policemen’s buttons were oozing 
into their shoes, the Weather Bureau 
warlocks were sitting up aloft in 
their roof garden, trying to keep the 
instruments from blowing away and 
comforting the lower classes in the 
streets with assurance that the 
weather was only “normally hot.” 
They exhibited a brutal table of 
averages. What does a wilted world 
care about averages? Would even 
a Best Mind feel any mitigation in 
prattle about “‘ thermal normalcy”? 
The discovery that heat is hot is 
brilliant. Suppose some humorist 
kidnapped a warlock and took him 
in an airplane and his pajamas to 
the North Pole. Would it put up the 
temperature of the captive scientist 
much to be assured that it was — 
“normally cold”? 

We venerate these shamans; but 
they look at all weather, and espe- 
cially very hot weather, too pro- 
fessionally, as a coroner looks at 
his subject. Before a man is 
washed in steep-down. gulfs of liquid 
fire, will it put a heart in him to tell 

im that the temperature of his 
batb is only “normally hot’? Let 
the W. B. assembly of mockers 
dangle its legs nonchalantly over the 
balustrades of its heaven-hitting 
palace or feed joyously, as no doubt 
it did yesterday, on liver and onions, 
Hungarian goulash, New England 
biled dinner and gallons of flaming 
tea; but it’ should refrain from 
scraping the sensibilities of millions. 
Except the roof gardeners, New 
_ Yorkers, exposed to the present dis- 
contents, were. convinced that, com- 
pared with this town, Aden is an 
ammonia plant and Gehenna a frig- 
idarium. Down with the normalists! 
The only comparatively cool place 
on this frying pan was immediately 
under a subway car fan. ‘ Everybody 
of the comparatively few who en- 
joyed that privilege has a stiff neck 
and a cold inethe head this morning. 

Let us be cheerful and try to 
minify this July “jag” mercurial. 
Glaciers seemed congenial, but a 
philosopher came.into the room to 
say that glaciers are a curse. [f it 
hadn’t been for the glacial invasions, 
the early Europeans would have 
produced a high civilization three or 
four thousand years earlier than 
they did and rivaled the Egyptians. 
“Bully .for the. glaciers!” we re- 
plied. “If it hadn’t been for them. 
“all: the elements of civilization 
“might have come from’ somewhere 
“else. than Egypt; and then what 
“would ELI0oT SMITH have done? ”’ 
And we “hurled” the typewriter at 
the philosopher. Glaciers called up 
Mount Coolidge and its eponym. 
The thought of him was almost as 
refreshing —s claret and seltzer used 
to be in the Age of Ignorance. 

Was he reading “Snowbound”?: 
That took us at once to Essex Coun- 
ty and the North Shore and its “sea 
steeds, furious and frantic.” Then 
we evoked Mr. BoRAH. We saw the 
good old eremite, placid in his cave. 

‘twixt stalagmite and: stalactite. 
reading the proofs of the new edi- 
tion of his “Select Works” in 365 
volumes. Through all these studies 
in refrigeration by auto-suggestion. 
our thermoinhibitory nerves grew 
weaker and weaker, but the method 
may be sound, even if the experi- 
ment failed. “ Local thunderstorms

FRANCE AND POINCARE. 


The French have excellent reasons 
for celebrating their national holiday 
today in much better spirits than a 
year ago. What;then seemed like 
the impending ruin of public finance 
in France has been not only averted 
but turned into a wonderful demon- 
stration of recuperative power. By 
universal consent the chief credit for 
this change goes to Premier POIN- 
CARE. There he was, a man without 
any large party following or support 
in the Chamber of Deputies, called 
upon to form a Government under 
the most trying circumstances—a 
Government which was thought of 


;|@8 a desperate makeshift in an 


emergency, and which no one be- 
lieved could last long. But it has 
held on, gone from triumph to tri- 
umph, and seems today stronger 
than ever. Every month or so the 
restless politicians in the Chamber 
are reported to be about to vote the 
Government out of office, but when 
the time comes they always draw 
back. For this the main reason is 
not love of POINCARE, or even fear %f 
him, but dread lest they should be 
called upon to form a Cabinet, «and 
at once have to disclose to the coun- 
try that they were unable to do so. 
A common saying in Paris is that if 
M. POINCARE were to lose on a vote 
of confidence. the first thing that 
the President of France would have 
to do would be to ask him to form a 
new Government. No one else is in 
sight who could do it. 

Nobody in any nation is really 
“the indispensable man,” but POIN- 
CARE comes near being it in France 
at the present time. The latest dem- 
onstration of his command of *the 
situation is seen in the failure of the 
attempt to upset his budget. He 
had allotted a reasonably large sum 
for the increase of the pay of public 
employes, which everybody admits is 
their due, but the Finance Commit- 
tee of the Chamber voted largely to 
increase this amount. The Premier 
withstood this, and said that he 
would take the matter to the Cham- 
ber and stand or fall on the integ- 
rity of his budget. This was enough 
for the rebellious Deputies of the 
Left. They promypuy made their 
submission. 

Thus all the indications are that 
POINCARE will be able, if he chooses, 
to remain in power at least-until the 
general election of next year. In 
preparation for that, a new electoral 
law has passed the Chamber, doing 
away with the choice of candidates 
by “list” and restoring the single- 
member constituencies, where the 
voting will be direct and. without 
the complications of the previous 
system of proportional representa- 
tion. This change portends the dis- 
appearance of many of the existing 
Deputies, and it is hoped that it will 
do something to cut down the num- 
ber of party groups which have re- 
cently been the curse of government 
in France. Should such a result be 
attained, it would be one more rea- 
son for Frenchmen to feel grateful 
to Premier POINCARE. 3 

PARTY CONFLICTS IN RUSSIA. 

A show-down between the con- 
tending factions in the Russian Com- 
munist Party is slated for the first 
week in August, when the Central 
Committee and the Central Control 
Committee will meet to pass on the 
expulsion of TROTSKY and ZINOVIEFF 
from these party organizations. In 
yesterday’s NEW YORK TIMES ap- 
peared the first of a series of dis- 
patches by Mr. DURANTY dealing 
with the basic issues involved be- 
tween the Administration forces 
headed’ by JOSEPH STALIN and the 
Trotsky-Zinovieff Opposition. A 
completely satisfactory explanation 
is hardly possible in a controversy of 
which the merits, according to our 
Moscow correspondent, “remain 
“obscure to all save the compara- 
“tively narrow circle of insiders 
“here.” To the extent, however, that 
the outside world may be enabled to 
understand Russian politics;4’ Mr. 
DURANTY has made an admirable be- 
ginning. * 

The long-standing quarrel between 

Administration and Opposition turns 
on questions of party control and 
questions of policy, since the Rus- 
sian Communist Party is really the 
Government of Soviet Russia. . On 
the first count, it is the Opposition’s 
charge that the Stalinites have sup- 
pressed democracy within the party. 
STALIN is the boss of an effective 
and ruthless political machine. Its 
power is being diverted from the 
purposes of the proletarian revolu- 
tion to the intimidation of oppo- 
nents. In the case as formulated by 
the Opposition we get more than a 
hint confirming the suspicion that 
recent activities by the new Cheka 
are not solely directed against 
“ counter - revolutionaries.” Govern- 
ment violence is being employed 
against the “just dissatisfaction of 
“the workers and even against the 
“ intra-party opposition.” — 

On questions of policy the differ- 
ences between the two factions are 
more familiar to the outside world. 
The Opposition accuses the Admin- 
istration of backsliding from the 
Communist faith. STALIN has been 
too tender with the peasants—the 
richer peasants—and permitted them 
to acquire excessive political and 
economic power. In the cities he 
has been too lenient with the non- 
proletarian elements. He has en- 
couraged the rise of a new bour- 
geoisie which threatens to swamp:

the entire Communist. experiment. |‘ 
Abroad the Stalinites have been sim- 
ilarly lukewarm in the. faith. They 
have neglected the propaganda of 
world-revolution for the sake of in- 
ternal ‘reconstruction. - They have 
swerved from the doctrine of inter- 
nationalism toward (from the Com- 
munist point of view) a narrow na- 
tionalism. 

‘Such an alignment would not be 
difficult to grasp if it were not-for 
the refinements of dialectic in which 
both sides are skilled. TROTSKY .ac- 
cuses STALIN of being a poor Com- 
munist in pampering the agricul- 
tural classes as against the city 
workers. STALIN replies that he is 
a better Communist than TROTSKY. 
By conciliating the peasants he can 
find the means to establish socialism 
in Russia without waiting for a 
world-revolution. When TROTSKY in- 
sists that Russia cannot attain so- 
cialism without the cooperation of 
other countries he shows himself a 
man of little faith. On the peasant 
question he denies that he is the 
enemy of the mujik. He would make 
only the rich peasant disgorge, and 
with the proceeds build up the in- 
dustries and supply the poor peasant 
with the manufactured goods he 
needs. Thus the debate proceeds, 
with both sides proving to every- 
body concerned that Codlin’s the 
friend, not Short. 

The strength of the Opposition has 
been growing. The reason is the 
same that operates in non-Com- 
munist countries. Things have not 
been going well for the Administra- 
tion. On the external front it has 
suffered a series of disastrous de- 
feats. At home the industrial prob- 
lem is no nearer a solution. The 
strenuous campaign to cut down 
prices for the consuming peasant 
public has failed. Concerning the 
outcome of the approaching party 
battle, the safest conjecture is that 
an open, irreparable break will not 
occur. The Communist Party is an 
armed conqueror in the midst of an 
unconverted population. Party hos- 
tilities carried to the extreme would 
mean party destruction. 


BOSS WARD’S OPEN DIPLOMACY. 

In such warm weather, wise men 
become foolish and roosters make a 
dash at bulldogs. Yet it is difficult 
to believe that merely the heat 
wrought such a transformation in 
WILLIAM L. WARD, the boss of West- 
chester County, that for the first 
time in his life he revealed his inner 
political strategy to the entire world. 
This is what he would have us 
gather from the remarks he made 
to an incredulous press just after 
the meeting of the executive group 
of the Republican State Committee: 

I told them and I will repeat it 
that I shall do all I can personally 
to bring about the nomination of 
AL SmitH for President. He «will 
be beaten by at least 250,000 in 
this State, and -his - candidacy- 
will bring about the disintegration 
of the Democratic Party in the 
nation. 

In any politician such candor is 
remarkable, but coming from Mr. 
WARD it is shattering. Often both 
press and public have shadowed the 
Westchester leader through months 
of manoeuvring without ever learn- 
ing whom or what he was for. In 
the old days, before frankness came 
over him like a Summer cloud, he 
was full of guile and wile. Then, 
had he determined on helping the 
nomination of AL SMITH, he would 
have employed another device. He 
would “secretly” have admonished 
Republicans—and somehow the ad- 
monitions would have leaked out— 
to beware of SMITH as a deadly foe, 
to do nothing to help him, to regard 
his nomination as the most danger- 
ous one that the Democratic Party 
could make. This little acorn, sown 
in the broad Westchester meads, 
would have grown into the Smith 
nomination oak, and the Repub- 
licans would then have elected their 
candidate triumphantly. “1 

Now all is changed with Mr. 
WARD. He realizes the old methods 
are worn out. Like CAGLIOSTRO, 
and much in the same manner, he 
takes the audience into his confi- 
dence: “ Behold this plug hat; there 
“isn’t a rabbit in it; yet after a 
“few simple passes with the hands 

“ (there is nothing up my sleeves, 
‘ladies and gentlemen) out leap two 
“ fur-bearing jackrabbits of purest 
“Kansas breed.” It .is a. trans- 
formation so amazing .that suspi- 
cious politicians, largely Democratic, 
won't believe it. 


A RADIO QUESTIONNAIRE. 

The skeptical might think that a 
radio broadcasting station could not 
determine the taste of listeners by 
sending out questionnaires. To whom 
would they be sent? If one assumes 
that “everybody has a radio,” ad- 
dresses might be taken from the 
city directory. But would the in- 
terrogated bother to fill out a long 
list, with the possible result that 
their favorite musical selection 
would be played the following 
night? One.of the performers on 
WRNY, the New York Edison 
FHiour, is taking a chance in these 
matters. An inspection of its queries 
indicates the strong probability of 
a rather full return. 

A double set of questions appears, 
one for the musical hour, the other 
for the broadcasting of a bureau of 
home. economics. Many must be 
moved to answer the provocative 
questions on the musical list. In the 
matter of announcements, do you 
prefer a brief one, like “The Edison

In the names offered by the ques- 
tionnaire is evidence of an attempt 
to improve the public taste as well 
as to discover it. Not a single jazz 
melody or composer is mentioned. If 
the listener-in wants to hear GERSH- 
WIN’s “Rhapsody in» Blue,” he is 
compelled to ask for it. Any one 
caring to hear Berlin, Rodgers or 
Youmans tunes would do well to 
confide his desires to some other 
station. RIMSKY-KORSAKOV, BAcuH, 
BRAHMS, DEBUSSY, FRANCK, HANDEL, 
LiszT and other great names are 
listed for a choice of composers, 
while the compositions include the 
“Nutcracker Suite,” the overtures 
to “The Marriage of Figaro” and 
“ Tannhauser,” and so forth. Pub- 
lication of a classified report of 
answers would reveal not only the 
public’s preferences but its readiness 


to be guided.

NOT FINISHED. 

The conclusion which Dr. TILNEY 
has reached as a result of his study 
of the brains of apes and of men, 
beginning with prehistoric types, is 
that the cerebrum'of man today is 
not a “ finished. product.” It is still 
in the making. We should have 
little reason to search for fossil 
bones from Nebraska to Mongolia 
if it were not that they may give 
us a hint of the destiny of man. It 
does not so much matter who our 
ancestors were if. they. cannot tell 
us whether we have come to the 
end or are merely on the way. Dr. 
CONKLIN of Princeton University 
once said that for ten thousand 
years there had been no evolution 
in the human body, and that there 
has been no progress in the intel- 
lectual capacity of man in the last 
two or three thousand years. 

Now this scientist, surrounded 
like the gravedigger in “‘ Hamlet” 
with skulls and throwing up the 
skull of the Neanderthal man, whose 
prognathic jaw “jowls it to the 
“ ground as it were CAIN’S that did 
“the first murder,” remarks that it 
has more than antiquarian interest, 
for it is a prophecy of continued 
evolution. 

The prehistoric brain has “a defi- 
“nite and living bearing upon the 
“future progress.of the race,” he 
says. When the cerebrum of his- 
toric man is put beside the fossil 
pate of the Dawn Man, who him- 
self, as his brain’ attests, had come 
a long distance from the parting 
of the ways at which the human 
and the anthropoid stocks separated, 
there is recorded a growth of brain 
which attends step by step human 
progress and gives hope if not defi- 
nite promise of continuance. It is 
inconceivable that man should be 
lifted to this height, unless he is 
on the way to greater intellectual 
heights and to a state of existence 
that now lies but in his hopes. 

‘Dr. ‘TILNEY’s observation is that 
the brain, in one respect, lends sup- 
port to Professor OSBORN’S view 
which : gives the race a line of, an- 
cestors entirely human and quite 
apart from the anthropoid apes. The 
“hominidae” family are quite dis- 
tinct from the “ simidae ’—what- 
ever the relationship of their an- 
cestors may have been. 

The human brain from its most 
humble beginning has manifested 
advances to specialization of those 
areas associated with the produc 
tion of spoken language, with the 
regulation of highly skilled acts, 
and most probably at least with 
unidexterity. 

The outstanding attribute of man 
has been his “ power to improve.” 
And “humanity” has grown with 
brain expansion. The features of 
the pithecanthropus correspond with 
those of the homo sapiens in nearly 
all ‘details. Its “only essential in- 
“feriority is its relative smallness 
“of brain,” though large enough 
for admission to the human family. 
In the evolution from the Jdvan, 
the Piltdown} the “Rhodesian, the 
Neanderthal and the Predmost man 
to’ the’ modern man, it appears 
far more probable that the brain of 
the existent man “represents but 
“an intermediate stage in the ulti- 
“mate development of the master 
“organ of life.” This sort’ of evo- 
lutionary doctrine should engage 
the interest of ‘Fundamentalist and 
Modernist alike. Whence we have 
come is of concern only as it gives 
us some information where we are 
going. We kave not come to the 
end of human evolution.

OFFICIAL DEALINGS WITH CHINA. 

EUGENE CHEN, so-called Foreign 
Minister of that part of the Chinese 
Nationalist Party established at 
Hankow, has taken to task United 
States Senator BINGHAM for sug- 
gesting that our Government send 
agents to each of the separate Gov- 
ernments in different parts of China. 
CHEN, of course, disapproves of. our 
having a representative at Peking 
rather than at Hankow, and is par- 
ticularly embittered about the pres- 
ent Minister, Mr. MacMurray. . He 
asks ih his place for a man who shall 
make a sympathetic study of the 
Nationalist movement and report to 
the President. — 
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ister is — of motion, But 
CHEN’S view about separate agents 
sent to the headquarters ‘of the dif-} 
ferent factions in China undoubtedly- 
expresses. the sentiments of their 
leaders. : Each groupwould welcome a 
diplomatic representative accredited 
exclusively to its own headquarters, 

but would be resentful if others were |' 
sent elsewhere. Just as CHEN would 
be pleased with @ report by an “im- 
partial ” agent sympathetic to the 
Nationalist cause, so-the other fac- 
tions would favor a report . in their 
behalf. 

The present arrangement by which 
the American consuls in different 
parts of China deal directly with the 
local Governments is the only prac- 
ticable method. For purposes of 
record and of international procedure 
the legation remains at Peking. 
Presumably if CHEN’s part of the 
Nationalist Party or the wing under 
the direction of his former associate, 
General CHIANG KAI-SHEK, occupies 
Peking, our Government will extend 
to it diplomatic recognition, provided 
it in turn accepts the diplomatic ob- 
ligations and commitments of its 
predecessors. 

In the meantime, the United 
States Government is kept fully in- 
formed about developments in all 
parts of China. Not only is the 
consular corps in China well trained 
and Minister MACMURRAY a pro- 
found student of Chinese problems, 
with the result that their reports are 
invaluable to the Department of 
State, but the head of the Far East- 
ern Division of the department is in 
constant touch: with returned mis- 
sionaries, business men and jour- 
nalists, and is also kept fully ad- 
vised by agents of the various Chi- 
nese factions as to the exact nature 
of the conflicting Chinese views on 
China’s problems. 

The consuls have knowledge and 
experience. If they were labeled 
“agents,” they would be of no 
greater value. If non-professionals 
were to be named as “ agents,” these 
would be constantly misled by fac- 
tional propaganda. Furthermore, to 
appoint such agents, whether from 
the consular corps or from private 
life, would be tantamount to recog- 
nition of the different factions. This 
would be not only against the tradi- 
tional policy of the United States, 
but likely in the long run to prove 
inimical to the best interests of the 
Chinese people. - If ever an opportu- 
nity presents itself to negotiate with 
any group capable of speaking in 
the name of most of China, it may 
be advisable to send special commis- 


sioners.

No Plan to Revive Petticoats. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

It is cnly natural, but a matter of real 
regret, that one of your recent correspon- 
dents Harriot T. Cook, was stirred to write 
her disapproval of an alleged intention of the 
cotton textile industry to revolutionize femi- 
nine fashions, by proposing a return to pet- 
ticoats. No responsible group or individual 
connected with this industry is engaged in 
any such effort. 

The distress of your correspondent seems 
to have-been based upon a misleading news- 
peper report of addresses which were made 
at a recent’ convention of cotton manufac- 
turers in Atlantic, City. The only facetious 
portion of a carefully prepared address by 
Mr. Walker D. Hines, President of the Cot- 
ton-Textile Institute, Inc., unfortunately was 
headlined with another report by a style au- 
thority. The result was altogether mislead- 
thg.

Political Murders te Ireland 
Lynch Law In America. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Your editorial in today’s issue en- 
titled ‘“The Irish Assassination’’ lays } 
very great emphasis on what you 
term ‘‘an ugly phase of Irish public 
life,’ to wit, “‘using murder’as a po- 
litical weapon.” It betokens no lit- 
tle moderation in you to restrict 
yourself to the adjective ‘“‘ugly’’ | 
when referring - to ‘this. supposed 
characteristic of Irishmen in public 
life, and it was quite apropos to re-| 
mind your readers that in Ireland ‘‘to 
shoot an absentee Irish landlord was 
long regarded as little more of a sin 
or crime than to shoot a hare.” The 
“ugly phase” in the Irish character 
to which you refer was, you assert, 
“bred in the bone during hundreds 
of years of oppression.’’ 

Having drawn attention thus to the 
evil propensity to murder which “‘is 
bred in the bone’”’ of every Irishman, 
you judiciously recommend that the 
‘Irish Government and the Irish 
people haye got to take themselves 
sternly in hand to correct this 
ancient habit.“ . Every one of your 
readers will agree that this is excel- 
lent advice and no one will doubt 
but that it is the outcome of good- 
will and deep concern for Ireland. 
Something must be done among us 
Irish about getting rid of this ugly 
murder habit. 

The assassination of Mr. O’Hig- 
gins will no doubt shock such law- 
abiding people as there may be in 
Ireland, but is it not too much to 
say that it will fill them with ‘‘a 
feeling not only of shock but of self- 
reproach.”’ I doubt that the feeling 


of ‘“‘self-reproach’’ will be so wide- 


spread as you seem to think. I 
doubt if the whole country was to 
such an extent responsible for the 
murder. 

Father Dooley, the pastor of 535 
West 121st Street, whose opinion on 
the crime is quoted in today’s issue, 
appears to have said to your repre- 
sentative that ‘‘we must feel that it 
is to Ireland’s benefit that he (Mr. 
O’Higgins) is gone.’”” Father Dooley 
affirms that he was regarded as a 
Nero, responsible for half a hundred 
killings." One doubts, therefore, if 

“‘self-reproach”’ among the Irish will 
equal “‘shock.’’ 

A very significant statement, and 
one well worth bearing in mind, is 
made in your editorial to the effect 
that “political crimes are not un- 
:nown in other eountries,’”’ and it is 
cven admitted that there were 
among the ranks of the insane in 
this country some men so depraved 
as to commit such crimes. Such 
were the murderers of the Presi- 
dents, men who “had very nearly, if 
not quite, lost their reason.’’ The 
political murderers of Ireland, how- 
ever, have it, as you say, “‘bred in 
the bone.’’ The only extenuation for 
them that can be made must be 
along the lines of biological heredity. 

But perhaps there is another exten- 
uating circumstance, though it be 
but a plea of ignorance and super- 
stition, viz., the traditional ac- 
ceptance of the medieval theolog- 
ical doctrine of the lawfulness of 
tyrannicide, a doctrine which, of 
course, the Church repudiates just 
as the average American repudiates 
lynch law. There will, however, still 
be lynchings in America, and what 
you call the inbred ancient habit of 
political murder in the. Irish - will 
take some time to eradicate nnless 
your editorial makes more impres- 
sion on us than I anticipate. ;

ASSASSINATION OF O’HIGGINS 
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by New York Man at Detroit 
‘to Be on Sound Basis. 


‘BRANCH BANKS ARE UPHELD 


Institute Hears That They Are @ 
Great Convernilense to Many 
. Custemers.

DETROIT, Mich., July 13.—Belief 
in the soundness of instalment buy- 
ing was expressed -before the credit 
section of the American Institute of 
Banking meeting in the Hotel Statler 
today. The time payment practice 
was upheld by Oscar F. Meridith, 
Assistant Vice President of the Bank 
of America, New York City. 

“The instalment purchase plan of 
doing business should not be con- 
demned as a whole, ’* he said. “It 
should be judged from the standpoint 
of its beneficial effect on all kinds of 
business. 

“It is true that 1926 was not:a good 
year for finance companies, but the 
banks are in part to blame because 
they made it too easy for finance 
companies to obtain credit. The re- 
sult was that the business became 
over-extended. The difficulties last 
year were due to too low first pay~ 
ments, too much reliance on dealer 
endorsements and too quick service 
for proper investigation of the appli- 
cant for credit. Conditions have 
changed and the business is now on a 
sound basis.’’ 

The increasing complexity of mod- 
ern business was blamed for the 
growth of defalcations and embezzie- 
ments by J. Burton Frierson Jr. of 
the First National Bank of Chatta- 
nooga, Tenn., who. spoke. before the 
audits and accounting section of the 
convention. The clearing house ex- 
aminer system was declared by the 
speaker to be the best safeguard 
against dishonesty.

Hea 3 of families go to them 
for advice, and such relations are 
profitable both to the bank and its 
customers.

BEFORE LEAVING ARMY 


Col. Tommy Tompkins, Veteran 
Indian Fighter, Rejoins Seventh 
Cavalry Before Retiring. 





WASHINGTON, July 13 @).—There 
is rejoicing tinged with sorrow out 
in the barracks of the Seventh Cav- 
alry at Fort Bliss, Texas, for a 
sturdy old Indian fighter who for 
more than thirty years knew no 
other home than the Seventh is back 
again to his last command. 

He is Colonel Selah R. H. Tomp- 
kins on the army lists; but to the 
troopers of the Seventh and to nearly 
every officer of the army he is 
“Tommy” Tompkins. 

From shave-tail Second Lieutenant 


to the Colonel commanding, Colonel 
Tompkins has carried his saber in 
the Seventh through every commis- 
sioned grade. He was born in Wash- 
ington, D. C., a son of General 
Charles Tompkins and of a family 
that has contributed its sons to the 
officer corps of the American army. 

Next Sunday Colonel Pc agen Al 
will lay aside his saber on his sixty- 
fourth birthday, and the occasion will 
be made one of honor to him and 
regret that his active service is at 
an end. For no officer of the army 
is held by his brother officers to be 
so beloved by his men as Tompkins 
of the Seventh.

KILAUEA LAVA LAKE GROWS. 


Hawaiian Volcano, Erupting for a 
Week, Pours Out Molten Flood. 


HILO, Island of Hawaii, T. H., 
July 13 @).—The lake of lava from 
Kilauea crater, which began an erup- 
tion last Thursday, is steadily build- 
ing to new levels on the floor of the 
eight-mile wide Halemaumau pit as 


the lava from the cones spreads in 
spirals about the hardening surface. 

The principal cone, as the tube of 
hardened lava about each centre of 
eruption is called, is about fifty feet 
high. It is continually capped with 
a layer of rock which hardens from 
its molten state, except for the peri- 
odic outbreaks when the accumulated 
pressure from the subterranean 
forces thrusts itself through and 
sends out a fiery fountain. 

The flow of other fountains below 
the surface of the lake which covers 
more than 100 acres on the floor of 
the Halemaumau pit, can be plainly 
seen by the motion of the crust, 
which occasionally breaks to permit 
new flows to spread. 

R. M. Wilson, Volcanologist, pre- 
dicts that the lava lake will gradual- 
ly rise until the 50-foot cone now 
protruding above its level will be 
submerged, after which the flow of 
lava will continue beneath the sur- 
face. 


DALE ASKS FOR PARDON. 


Indiana Editor Appeals to Prison 
Board Before His Incarceration. 


PUTNAMVILLE, Ind., July 13 4. 
~—Trustees of the Indiana Penal 
Farm today took under advisement 
the plea of George R. Dale, Muncie 
editor, for a pardon in connection 


with his sentence to that institution 
on a charge of contempt of the Dela- 
ware Circuit Court. The trustees are 
expected to submit their recommen- 
dation on the pardon plea to Gover- 
nor Jackson within the next few 
days.

DR. POLLARD DIES 
AFTER AN OPERATION 


Prominent Baptist Was a Pro- 
fessor at Crozer Theological 
Seminary for 21 Years. 


WAS EDITOR AND AUTHOR 


He Had Served on the Faculties of 
George Washington University 
and Georgetown College.

UPLAND, Pa., July 13.—The Rev. 
Dr. Edward Bagby Pollard, for 
twenty-one years Professor of Prac- 


tical Theology at the Crozer Theo- 
logical Seminary here, died early to- 
day in the Chester Hospital follow- 
ing an operation. He was 62 years 
of age and was prominent as a Bap- 
tist clergyman, educator and author. 

After study at Yale and the Uni- 
versity of Berlin Dr. Pollard filled 
several pastorates. He had been a 
member of the Faculty of George- 
town College, Kentucky, and was 
Professor of Biblical Literature at 
George Washington University in 
Washington from 1896 to 1902. Four 
years later he joined the Crozer 
Seminary Faculty. He was a mem- 
ter of a prominent Virginia family. 
His brother was John Garland Pol- 
lard, formerly a member of the Fed- 
eral Trade mmission. He leaves 
a widow, who was Miss Millie Tufton 
on of Washington, a son, Edwin 
B., and a daughter, Emily Louise 
Pollard. 


The Rev. Dr. Edward Bagby Pol- 
lard was born at Stevensville, Va., 
Oct. 9, 1864, the son of the Rev. 
John and Virginia Bagby Pollard. He 
was graduated from Richmond Col- 
lege in 1864, received his M. A. there 
two years later and then entered the 
Southern Baptist Theological Semi- 
nary at Louisville, from which he 
was graduated in 1890. He had also 
taken graduate work at Yalé and at 
the University of Berlin. 

He was ordained in 1890 and his 
first pastorate was at New Haven. 
It was while serving as pastor at 
New Haven that he took work. in 
Yale University. After three years 
there he went to Roanoke, Va., 
where he remained until 1896, leaving 
his pastorate to become Professor of 
Biblical Literature at Columbian Uni- 
versity, now known as George Wash- 
ington. In 1902 he went to George- 
town (Ky.) College, serving as Pro- 
fessor of Biblical Literature and as 
pastor of the church there. After 
four years he went to Crozer Theo- 
logical Seminary at Chester, Pa., 
where he remained until his death. 

He had been editor of the magazine 
Service, wrote special articles for re- 
ligious encyclopedias, was a member 
of the International Sunday School 
Lesson Commission and had written 
two books, ‘‘Paul Judson’ and 
“Semitic and Oriental Women.” 


MRS. DALTON FOUND DEAD.

Mr. Pike began as a clerk in a 
Bridgeport store and later was em- 
loyed by Chamberlin, Whitmore & 
Go. of New York. In 1893 he was 
making fine stationery in that city 
with Bradley A. Hard as a ee 
Arthur W. Eaton induced th to 
come to Pittsfield and join him in 
organizing the Hurlbut Stationery 
Company. Mr. Hard withdrew, but 
Mr. Pike, whose original ideas were 
of great value to e business, re- 
mained and helped build up the con- 
cern into one of the largest fine sta- 
tionery manufacturing plants in the 
world. Mr. Pike originated the 
widely known phrase, ‘Made 
Berkshire,’’ as applied to the com- 
pany’s products. 

In 1908 the late Senator W. Mur- 
ray Crane, Zenas and Frederick 
Goodrich Crane bought a large inter- 
est in the concern and it was reor- 
ganized under the name Eaton, 
Crane & Pike Company, from which 
Mr. Pike retired in 1922. He had 
since devoted much of his time to 
his Pittsfield real estate interests. 
He was a Mason and a member of 
the Christian Science Church. 

His widow, who was Miss Addie 
Bennett of Bridgeport, survives.

Raymond Street jail yesterday after- 
moon the accused Norwegian was 
picked by a witness as the man who 
on Tuesday or Wednesday morning 
last week stood with a canvas ba 
at a hole in the fence at Thirty-sixt 
Street and Fifth Avenue, Brooklyn, 
and was ap ntly about to toss 
some bundle through it. It was in 
the B. M. T. storage yards at this 
location that the head of Miss Sarah 
Elizabeth Brownell, 70-year-old seam- 
stress and owner of the rooming 
house, was found by the police. 

The witness, a well-dressed woman 
about 35 years old and a Scandina- 
vian. whose name and address were 
withheld by District Attorney Dodd 
at her uest, was a surprise to the 
police and according to the District 
Attorney ‘‘seems to clinch the case. 
No other person had definitely con- 
nected Lee with any of the places 
outside the Prospect Place house 
where parts of the bodies were 
found.

New Electrical Way Found- 
Of Analyzing Haman Breath 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, July 13.—A new 
method for analyzing the human 
breath has been developed by the 
Bureau of Standards. The method 
-is a-modification of one previous- 
ly employed with success to 
analyze gases in industrial plants. 

The method commonly used for 
analyzing the human. breath re- 
quires from thirty to forty min- 
utes. It depends on measurement 
of the contraction after chemical 
absorption of the exhaled carbon 
dioxide and oxygen. 

In the new apparatus an an- 
alysis can be made in six to ten 
minutes by an electrical method, 
measuring the change in heat lost 
from a fine platinum wire sur- 
rounded by the gas. The new 
method is more accurate and 
is cleaner and more convenient to 
operate, officials say. 


NEW FLOGGING CASE 
BARED IN ALABAMA 


Negro Forced to Sell His Farm 
Far Below Its Value, He 
Tells Sheriff. 

















FIVE FLORENCE ARRESTS 


Two Women and Three Men Are 


Accused of Having Severely 
‘Beaten Mrs. Slay. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., July 13 — 
Another link was added today to the 
chain of Alabama floggings when 
evidence was given Jefferson County 
authorities that Arthur Hitt, a negro 
farmer, had been severely whipped 
by a band of masked men and 
frightened into disposing of a tract 
of land for a sum far beneath its 
value. 

Hitt was taken from his home, 
strapped to a tree and beaten un- 
mercifully in what Sheriff Hartsfield 
said was the “‘very worst of all the 
flogging cases’’ brought to his at- 
tention. 

The ere of the negro followed 
his refusal to dispose of his small 
tract of land. Three days after the 
whipping, however, he signed away 
his land, he said, for $900. 

The story told by the negro is being 
investigated by Sheriff Hartsfield, 
with a view to restoring to him his 
es erty. If it is found authentic, 

licitor Davis of Jefferson County 
will take action against the pur- 
chaser of the property. 

Meanwhile, the first definite move 
in clearing up the whipping of Mrs. 
Bertha E. Slay of Florence came to- 
day with the arrest of two women 
and three men alleged to have been 
implicated in the affair. 

The five arrested are Mrs. Allen 
Butler, Mrs. Lucile Lindsay, Allen 
Butler, Charles Lindsay and Albert 
Lindsay. The warrants were sworn 
out by the chief State law enforce- 
ment officer, Walter K. McAdory, 
under direction of Circuit Solicitor 
Henry D. Jones. 

Mrs. Slay told officers that her 
husband and sister were tied in 
their beds, while she was taken into 
the yard of her home, tied to a 
barrel and whipped with an automo- 
bile fan belt. 

State investigators are cooperat- 
ing with county officials in an at- 
tempt to clear up the whipping of 
Eston Murchison of Bessemer, who 
was taken from an automobile in 
which he had been riding with ‘‘two 
strange girls’’ and beaten.

SACCO REVIEW BODY 


HEARS ALIBI CLAIMS 


Women Who Saw. Auto Near 
Murder Scene Are Among 
“New Witnesses.” 





BENCHLEY IS CALLED IN 


‘Dramatic Editor Had Alleged Pre]- 


udiced Remarks by Judge 
Thayer During Trial.

BOSTON, July 13.—Additional ‘‘new 
witnesses,’’ whose testimony in be- 
half of the defense had not been 
secured at the trial of Nicola Sacco 
and Bartolomeo Vanzetti, appeared 
today in the double review of the 
case being conducted by Governor 
Fuller and his advisory committee 
of three. 

The two most interesting were Miss 
Minnie E. Kennedy and Miss Louise 
Kelley, both of Brockton. They were 
employed at the Slater & Morrill fac- 
tory at the time of the hold-up and 
murder of the paymaster and guard 
in 1919 and both had an opportunity 


to see the men in the automobile 
which was parked in the street for 
some time before the shooting began. 
Since the trial, they had made affi- 
davits that Vanzetti was not one of 
the murder gang. 

The two young women were with 
the advisory committee for some 
time, but upon leaving the council 
chamber declined to comment on 
what had taken place. 

Two other “‘witnesses’’ gave evi- 
dence tending to show Vanzetti’s in- 
nocence of the Bridgewater hold-up, 
of which he was found guilty prior 
to the murder trial at Dedham. Mrs. 
Carrie Facchini told the committee 
and the Governor that she had an 
opportunity to see all of the men 
involved in the Bridgewater crime, 
that they were all young and clean- 
shaven. and that the heavily mus- 
tached Vanzetti was not among them. 

Vincent Brini appeared, accompa- 
nied by his daughter, who acted as 
interpreter, to support Vanzetti’s 
alibi for the day of the Bridgewater 
crime. Brini’s son, Beltrando, has 
already told his story to the Gov- 
ernor, and it is believed his father 
corroborated the boy’s story. 


Benchley Has Brief Conferences. 


Robert C. Benchley, dramatic edi- 
tor of Life, also appeared before both 
Governor Fuller and his advisory 


committee. Mr. Benchley recently 
filed an affidavit to the effect that, 
while a guest at a golf club in Wor- 
cester, he was informed that Judge 
Webster Thayer had expressed prej- 
udice — Sacco and Vanzetti 
during the course of their trial in 
his court.

Nicholas Murray Butler Sees Genius Extinct ; 
‘ Says War Failed to Produce a ‘Great Man’

LONDON, July 13.—Dr. Nicholas 
Murray Butler, President of Colum- 
bia University, who is now visiting 
London, finds this age chiefly amaz- 
ing because of its lack of great men.

“For 2,000 years,’’ he‘said today in 
an interview, “‘there has never been 
a period when somewhere in the 
world there was not a really great

*‘Never before has the world been 
so convulsed as it was by the great 
war without: some great man emerg- 
ing from the struggle, some great 
general or statesman or leader of 
sorts.

Consul General Tells of Plans 
for 32-Story Building in 
Fifth Avenue. 


TO HOUSE TRAQE- BUREAUS 





Operatic Performances and Courses 
in Music to Be Offered 
There. 


Maxime Mongendre, French Con- 
sul-General, who announced last 
January that the French Govern- 
ment had approved a plan to erect 
a 32-story building in Fifth Avenue 
to house official French offices and 
representatives of French industries, 
sent out yesterday further details 
of the project. 

The announcement said that the 
building would be erected some 
where on Fifth Avenue between 
Forty-second and Fifty-ninth Streets 
and would be known as the Palais 
de France. Nicholas A. Notovich, 


officer of the Legion of Honor, 
economist and author, was named 
President of the-eorporation, which 
was said to be associated with strong 
banking interests. 

In the building,.in addition to the 
offices of officials, there will be, 
it was announced, an art and musi- 
cal institute in which Americans 
unable to study in France, may ob- 
tain instruction from capable teach- 
ers in painting, architecture, sculp- 
ture, commercial design and. music, 
both instrumental and vocal, be- 
sides a Salle des Conference for 
French literature and arts in charge 
of internationally known French 
scholars. 

Also, it was announced, there will 
be in the structure a perfectly ap- 
pointed theatre for performances of 
the French Opera Comique, famous 
bands and orchestras, ballet troupes 
and selected motion pictures. 

The commercial enterprises in the 
building, it was said, would form 4 
permanent exhibition of French in- 
dustry, with frequent changes of 
manufactured products, most of 
which would be those which cannot 
be sold: through samples. 

There are to be frequent exhibitions 
of French paintings, and altogether 
the structure is to be France’s ‘‘cul- 
tural contribution to America’’ and a 
means to ‘‘facilitate its commercial 
relations with. the United States, 
placing the American buyers in di- 
rect contact with the French pro- 
ducers, bringing the two grand peo- 
ples to a nearer and friendly under- 
standing.’’ 

It was announced in January that 
McKim, Mead & White, architects, 
of 101 Park Avenue, had already 
drawn plans for the building.

FLEMINGTON, N. J., July 13.— 
Lieutenant Daniel F. Rogers, who 
was in command of the New Jersey 
State Police at Jutland last Decem- 
ber, when a large number of troop- 
ers conducted an all-night siege at 
the home of Timothy Meaney, was 
sentenced to serve five years in the 
New Jersey State prison and pay a 
fine of $1,000, by Judge A. O. Rob- 
bins, this afternoon. 

Alfred K. Larsen, the first troop- 
er to arrive at the Meaney home, 
who summoned other troopers to the 
farm, was sentenced to serve three 
years. 

Beatrice Meaney, who was in the 
dwelling during the night, was shot 


and died at the Somerville Hospital. 
Rogers and Larsen, with other State 
troopers, were indicted for man- 
slaughter. All the other troopers ex- 
cept Rogers and Larsen were ac- 
quitted of the charge. 

Larsen was also found guilty on a 
charge of assault upon § James 
Meaney, who was shot through the 
knee prior to the siege. Judge Rob- 
bins also sentenced Larsen to two 
years upon the assault charge and 
to pay a fine of $1,000, the two 
terms to run concurrently. 

Corporal Matthew A. Daly, convict- 
ed of assault and battery upon Timo- 
thy Meaney, was sentenced to two 
years in the State prison and to pay 
a fine of $1,000. 

A writ of error was taken out and 
the troopers gave bail, a surety com- 

any writing the bonds. Judge Rob- 

ins fixed Lieutenant Rogers’s bail 

at $10,000, the bail of Corporal Daly 
at $5,000 and $5,000 for rsen on 
each charge. The Judge remained 
at the courthouse long enough dur- 
ing the afternoon to accept the 
bonds. 

Only - a few persons were in the 
courtroom when the troopers were 
sentenced. The jurors had returned 
for other indictments to be tried, 
and when Judge Robbins announced 
that an adjournment would be taken 
until next Wednesday owing to the 
filing of a plea which required some 
time for the prosecutor to file an 
answer, most of the jurors and many 
of the spectators left. 

The defense attorneys filed a plea 
of autrefois convict as to Rogers and 
Larsen, and autrefois acquit as to 
the other troopers who had been 
tried on the manslaughter charge 
and acquitted. The proceeding dealt 
with indictments for assault upon 
Timothy Meaney and James Meaney, 
as a result of the siege, which it was 
claimed covered the same ground as 
the manslaughter indictment, and 
that the men could not be tried 
twice for the same offense. 

Former Judge George K. Large 
said that an answer would be filed 
to the effect that the indictments for 
assault upon Timothy and James 
Meaney were separate charges based 
upon the siege that continued 
through the night, and have no con- 
nection with the bullet that was fired 
which struck Beatrice Meaney and 
resulted in her death.

Nustice Mahoney Rules Statute of 
Frauds Does Not Apply—Cites:

Mme. Frieda Hempel, concert

Justice Mahoney’s opinion. said the 
motion to dismiss was made on the 
ground that the alleged agreement 
was oral and that under the Sta- 
tute of Frauds it could not be en- 
forced because the contract could 
not be carried. out within:a year. 
The opinion recites the allegations 
of the complaint that Mme. Hempel 
agreed not to leave New York for 
more than two days at a time for 
concert appearances and also to sing 
on public and charitable occasions 
when Mr.- Heckscher asked her to 
do so. 


Contingent on Singer’s Life. 


“The alleged agreement, assuming 
it to be oral, was capable of per- 
formance within a year, for it de 
pended on the contingency of the 
plaintiff’s life, and her death might 
happen within a year,” Justice Ma- 
honey said. ‘In my opinion the 
contract is therefore not within the 
statute.’’ 

Justice Mahoney referred to a num- 
ber of decisions by the higher courts, 
and said concerning the contention 
of Mr. Heckscher’s attorneys that it 
was not within the expectation 6f 
the parties that the contract would 
be performed in a year: 

“I do not know how it is to be 
determined what the expectation of 
the gg ee was in this respect, nor 
do know .that this consideration 
would: make any difference in the 
construction of the agreement. The 
weight of the authorities. clearly is 
that for-the invalidity of such an 
agreement, it must be its expressed 
terms provided for a performance 
beyond that year, and that whenever 
the performance depends upon a 
contingency which may or may not 
happen within the year the provi- 
sion of the statute does not applv.”’ 

In holding that the complaint also 
states a cause of action, Justice Ma- 
honey refers to a decision of the 
Appellate Division. 


States the General Rule. 


‘The general rule,”’ he said, ‘“‘is 
that there is a sufficient considera- 
tion if there is any benefit to the 


promisor, or any loss or ‘detriment | 


to the promisee. There is a consid- 
eration if the promisee does any- 
thing legal which he is not bound 
to do, or refrains from anything 
which he has a right to do, whether 


there is any actual loss or detriment 
im, or actual benefit to the 


promisor or not.” ' 

Justice Mahoney referred to a de- 
cision by the Court of Appeals in- 
volving a promise by an uncle to 
pay his nephew $5,000 when the lat- 
ter reached 21 years of age if he 
abstained from drinking, using to- 
bacco or smoking until that time, in 
which case the Court of Appeals held 
that since the nephew had r- 
formed the nt the contract 
was valid, and the uncle. must pay. 

Me -complaint, in my opinion. 
sets forth a good cause of action,’’ 
the Justice concluded.

Dr. Doran told the administrators 
they should heed the suggestion 
made to them today by Samuel G. 
Henry, Secretary of the National As- 
sociation of Retail Druggists, to give 
retail druggists an opportunity to 
explain irregular practices before be- 
ing placed at the expense of pro- 
ceedings for revocation of their per- 
mits, The Commissioner later inti- 
mated that the new regulations may 
be modified to meet the protests pre- 
sented. 

Mr. Henry denied the right of any 
prohivition enforcement officers to 
tell a retail druggist how much al¢o- 
hol he needed in the conduct of the 
average drug store.: 


Druggists Handle 7,000 Items. 


He also appealed to the officers to 
remember that the ordinary retail 
druggist handles as many as 7,000 
different items in addition -to alco- 
hol, some of them life-saving medi- 
cines, and that while officers may 
have an eye single to the law gov- 
erning intoxicating liquor, a retail 
druggist must give his attention to 
many other things. 

“If prohibition administrators,’’ 
said Mr. Henry, ‘‘could picture the 
retail druggist as he actually serves 
the public by day and night, includ- 
ing holidays, they would not make 
the mistake of regarding every re- 
tail druggist as a potential ‘bootleg- 
ger’ and treating him on this

E. C. Brockmeyer, general attorney 
for the Association of Retail Drug- 
gists, reminded the conference that 
retail druggists had not sought the 
privilege of dispensing liquor for 
medicinal purposes, but that -Con- 
gress forced the duty on them over 
their protests. He said the senti- 
ment of most d ists was against 
handling medicinal spirits. 

“If the Government,” he added 
‘“‘makes the burden of the licensed 
traffic too heavy, while the unli- 
censed outlaw traffic is permitted 
to escape, retail druggists and other 
permittees under the law will be en- 
couraged to join the unlicensed and 
outlaw class."’

Seasoned Dividend - Paying |s- 
sues Gain Sharply in Active 
Trading on Stock Exchange. 


Backed by a continuance of ex- 
tremely easy money, by a report of 
the twelfth successive week in which 
car-loadings exceeded the 1,000,000- 
car mark, and by moderate optimism 
in the. reports from the barome‘ric 
steel trade, nearly allciasses of stocks 
forged ahead briskly yesterday and 
gains of from 1 to 3 points were es- 
tablished throughout a long list of 
active shares. As on the previous 
day, and, in fact, many recent mar- 
ket days, the buying was sharply 
selective in character. It was only 
the best shares listed on the New 
York Stock Exchange which made 
any progress, the inference to be 
drawn from this being that the buy- 
ing now under way is semi-invest- 
ment in its nature. 

United States Steel common gained 
2% points on an extraordinarily large 
turnover and this, of course, had a 
tonic effect on the entire market, 
and it was noted that there is a ten- 
dency toward greater breadth in 
trading. In the railroad group, in 
which there is unusual interest be- 
cause of pending consolidations, the 
best progress was made in Atlantic 
Coast Line, Chesapeake & Ohio, 
Illinois Centra’ and Louisville & 
Nashville and Norfolk & Western, 
This was probably a continuation of 
the movement which started earlier 
in the week in high-grade r:2ilroad 
issues and is widely construed as re- 
flecting the return of investment 
funds to the financial district. It is 
reasonable to presume that the high 
car-loadings are in a measure re- 
sponsible for the buying of railroad 
shares at this time. The increasc re- 
ported by the American Railway As- 
sociation was a nominal one, amount- 
ing, in fact, to only 3,000 cars; but, 
nevertheless, the precedent of twelve 
consecutive weeks in which the load- 
ings have exceeded 1,000,000 cars 
thus early in the season has at- 
tracted country-wide attention. The 
“fly in the ointment’’ is that the 
week’s figures, good as they are, still 
represent a decline of more than 44,- 
000 cars from the corresponding 
week last year. 

The outstanding feature of the iron 
and steel summaries, made public 
yesterday, is that producers are con- 
tinuing their resistance to price con- 
cessions. The Iron Age notes that 
*‘cheerful views are general as to a 
sustained demand at fully the present 
level for some weeks and signs are 
observed already of the usual over- 
adjustment of supply to demand by 
a swing downward of production be- 
low the going rate of sales.’’. The 
Iron Trade Review reports that ‘“‘the 
iron and steel markets have re- 
bounded encouragingly from the in- 
terruption early in the month and 
for some factories bookings in the 
first half of July exceed those of the 
first half of June.’’ This is consid- 
ered confirmation of the widely held 
view that the basic industries have 
reduced their ratios of operation to 
the present slow pace because of 
seasonal dullness and the apathetic 
attitude of buyers, a situation which 
will automatically correct itself with 
the advent of Autumn business. 

In other directions the markets 
were typical midsummer trading af- 
fairs, with fluctuations extremely 
narrow and altogether meaningless. 
This applies to commodities as well 
as to the foreign exchanges. There is 
a disposition in all markets to look 
forward to the Fall with a moderate 
degree of optimism, and to disregard 
as being merely seasonal the present 
daily reports of dull business in im- 
portant lines. 


REGRETS STOCK’S ADVANCE. 


President of Manhattan Electrical 
Supply Calis it Speculative. 


R. H. Brown, President of the 
Manhattan Electrical Supply Com- 
pany, yesterday expressed regret for 
the speculetive activity which has 
caused a spectacular run-up in the 
market valu. of the company’s stock. 

*‘Respecting the upward movement 
of the Manhattan Electrical Supply 
Company’s stock,” he said, “I had 
hoped: it might attain. a deserved 
price more slowly. Earnings of the 
company for the first six months of 
1927 show little more than dividend 
requirements. It may therefore be 
assumed that speculation bringing 
about the advance rests on the com- 
pany's prospects, ‘which may be re- 
garded as good, though I regret the 
market’s tendency to discount them 
in advance. However, I have little 
concern in stock movements.’’ 

The stock sold off fractionally yes- 
terday, closing at 91% after touching 
a new high of 93% on Monday.

Industrial Averages Rise. 


The establishment of a new high 
for all time in THz New Yorx Times 
averages covering twenty-five repre- 
sentative industrial stocks excited 
considerable comment, coming as it 
did after a period of dullness in the 
market.

The Yield on Stocks.

It was 
found that twelve leading stocks 
which pay a $6 dividend are selling 
at prices to yield an average of 5.11 
per cent. to the investor; that twen- 
ty-six representative issues paying a 
$5 dividend now bring 4.93 per cent. 
and that twenty-seven stocks paying 
$4 yield at present prices 6.04 per 
cent. The total of sixty-five issues 
used in this calculation return an 
average yield of 5.42 per cent. at 


present market prices.

Arbitraging in Bonds. 


While bond prices have advanced 
moderately in the first three days of 
this week, they are sufficiently below 
the former high records to encourage 
arbitrage operations between the 
New York and the London markets. 
At the top levels reached in the 
Spring the New York prices for for- 
eign investment issues were so near 
the London figures that arbitraging 
offered few opportunities, but these 
operations are now taking place in 


considerable volume. A comparison 
of the yields on bonds in New York 
and London reveals some interesting 
results of the differences in prefer- 
ences of investors here and abroad. 
London pays higher prices than New 
York on ce n classes of bonds 
which have been sold in the English 
market for generations, while New 
York pays more for other issues. It 
is not so much a question of superi- 
ority of individual issues as it is.a 
question of the investment habits of 
the public here and abroad.

Await Franc Stabilization. 


While Premier Poincare has re- 
vealed nothing concerning the time 
at which stabilization of the franc 
will be undertaken, nor the terms, 
there is lively conjecture on the sub- 
ject in Wall Street. The opinion is 
growing among well-informed bank- 
ers here that when the time comes 
for an official proclamation concern- 
ing stabilization it will be undertaken 


without the aid of foreign credits, 
and that the value of the franc will 
be fixed somewhere near its present 
level. One of the factors responsible 
for the latter belief is that the tre- 
mendous foreign balances built u 
by France were obtained mostly wi 
the franc around its present level, or 
not much below it, and that if stab- 
ilization were effected at a higher 
rate, the value of these balances in 
francs would shrink.

NAVYINVENTORS WIN 
ON SUBMARINERADIO 


Federal Court Recognizes the 
Rights:of Two Young Ex- 
perimenters to Patent. 


GOT THE IDEA BY ACCIDENT 


While Making Tests in 1917 a Coll 
Dropped In Water, but Signals 
Continued to Come in. 


- Bpecial to The New York Times, 

BALTIMORE, Md., July 13.—A de- 
cision handed, down Monday by 
Judge Morris A. Saper in, the United 
Stetes District Court and made pub- 
lic today discloses the story of how 
an accident and the persistence of 
two young experimenters: in radio 
gave the United States Navy its sub- 
marine wireless during the war. 
Judge Soper ruled that John A. 


Willoughby and Percival D. Lowell, 
plaintiffs were the inventors of this 
radio and that James Rogers 
of Hyattsville, also an inventor, who 
had obtained a patent for a subma- 
rine wireless, had delayed too long 
in filing it. 

The decision reverses a decision of 
the Court of. Ap s of the District 
of Columbia. e case has been 
fought since 1919 when Edward G. 
Curtis, New York patent attorney, 
filed a request for an interference 
between the —— applied for by 
his clients and the patent issued to 
Rogers. 

In his conclusion Judge Soper sid: 

‘The time was of great emergency. 
The menace of the German subma- 
rines was uppermost in the minds of 
the civilized world. Many thousands 
were striving to minimize the dan- 
ger. Momentarily some discovery 
might be made and disclosed. non 
ers and Lyons [Rogers's assistant] 
had agreed to work * the prob- 
lem by a contract in which time was 
the essence. If Rogers was in pos- 
session of the idea as early as March 
1, 1917, as he now testifies and be- 
lieves, ‘how can he justify his gross 
neglect in reducin ng it to practice? 
May he wait until others later in 
conception but more diligent in exe- 
cution have reduced it to practice 
and given it to the world? In har- 
mony with the three tribunals of the 
Patent Office this court finds that 
in any event Rogers delayed too long 
— he filed his patent applica- 

on.’’ 


Accident Gave Them Idea. 


Late in the Summer of 1917 John 
A. Willoughby, a young man from 
Florence, N. C., employed in the Bu- 
reau of Standards, was experiment- 
ing at Arundel-on-the-Bay, testing 
coil aerials, when one of the coils 


fell into the water. For a few sec- 
onds Willoughby continued to hear 
the radio ~ ns coming over that 
coil. He knew that the navy was 
badly in need of a radio that would 
work under water. He suggested 
this to his superiors who replied, it 
is said, that the idea was no sound. 
Willoughby then took the idea to his 
friend, Percival C.. Lowell of New 
York, who at that time was doing 
the same sort of work in the Bureau 
of Standards. 

They e rimented in their spare 
time, working in the cellar of Wil- 
loughby’s home, and finally utilizing 
a radiator for the ‘‘submarine,’’ they 
successfully completed a single loop 
which worked with the submarine as 
part of the loop. They took the re 
sults of their experiment to ther su- 
periors in the Bureau of Standards, 
according to the testimony as quoted 
py Aa Judge Soper, but failed to impress

ON MOST OF LOANS 


Banks Report'5 Per Cent. or Less 
Paid—Say Men Regarded 


Money as a Bonas. 





Loans obtained last January by 
war veterans on their adjusted ser- 
vice certificates are being defaulted 
in 95 to 99 per cent. of the cases, 


according to reports made by insti- |. 


tutions throughout the country which 


ted such loans, The American 
anker reports. The loans were 
made after pressure was exerted on 
the banks by * Veterans’ Bureau 
in Washi service..and other 
community aennaioationh: 

The attitude of the veterans who 
defaulted the loans is regarded as 
being that they consider the bor- 
rowed money in the light of a bonus 
and they prefer receiving the present 
cash value of their certificates to 
the face value protection which is 
payable upon their death or total in- 
capacity. The banks in all cases, it 
is said, advanced 90 per cent. of the 
present value of the certificates. 

The banks with unpaid loans are 
required to make collection through 
the Veterans’ Bureau, but the loans 
may be rediscounted at any Federal 
Reserve bark, provided that they 
have been made according to law, 
which authorized no loans prior to 
last January and.which specified that 
pesely charges should not be more 

than 2 per cent. above the Federal 
Reserve discount rate for ninety-day 
paper. The notes were not to run 
more than nine - ‘ths.

IN INTEREST OF INVESTORS 


Extent of Operations So Great 
That Attorney General Says 
Inquiry .ls Advisable. 


Questionnaires are expected to be 
sent soon to the executive officers 
of investment trusts. operating in 
New. York inquiring into their meth- 
ods of conducting ‘business as one 
of the first steps in. an investiga- 
tion by the State Attorney General’s 
office. The investigation is in its 
preliminary stages and it will .be 
several months before Keyes Win- 
ter, in charge of the Securities Di- 
vision, will be in a position to issue 
an official report on the workings 
of investment trusts, which have in- 
creased. enormously in number in the 
last few years and have sold es 
millions of dollars of securities to 
the investing public. 

The heads of investment trusts in 
general welcomed the news that

Several Banks In Syndicate Take 
Out Their Shares, Holding 
New Prices Too Low. 


Drops ranging from % point to a 
full point in the market prices on 
all New York City bonds occurred 
yesterday as a result of the an- 
nouncement of a cut in thé offering 
price for the new $60,000,000 issue, 
which, due to heavy withdrawal of 
bonds by syndicate members for 
their investment accounts, now 
stands about 50 per cent. unsold. The 
new prices on the issue announced 
by the Chase Securities Corporation, 
as syndicate manager, are such as to 
yield 3.95 per cent. on the serial 
bonds and 4 per cent. on the fifty- 
year corporate stock. These prices 
compare with the original levels of 
3.50 to 3.94 per cent. yields on the 
bonds and a 3.90 per cent. yield on 
the corporate stock. 

The syndicate managers, in stating 
that large withdrawals of the bonds 
and stock had been made by mem- 


bers of the syndicate for their in- 
vestment accounts, expressed confi- 
dence that the bonds and stock of 
the issue remaining on the market 
would be greatly reduced by sales 
within the next few days. The rea- 
son for the large withdrawals is that 


the withdrawing banks and dealers | 000 


regard the new prices as ‘‘too cheap”’ 
and a ‘‘bid to the bargain hunter.’ 

The declines in prices on the older 
issues were greatest among the New 
York City 4s, due from 1936 to 1959, 
which were off a point in the prices 
bid, except the 4s of 1936, which 
were off % of a point.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., July 13.—

The weight 
of mail matter has increased 75 per 
cent. since 1917 on the space basis 
of , he said, and in 
the same period the rates had re 
mained unchanged. 

The railroads are receiving as high 
a rate as they are entitl to, ac- 
cording to the argument of Joseph 
Stewart, special assistant to e 
Attorney General in the Postoffice 
Department. He contended that a 
cost study showed the railroads to 
be in better condition, so far as mails 
were concerned, than in 1917.

‘“‘Heretofore each engine crew 
had its own locomotive assigned 
to it, for which the crew was held 
to account,’”’ wrote Mr. Smith. 
‘‘The new system has, of course, 
made a great saving in time and 
money, but certain difficulties 
with the engine drivers have oc- 
curred. Minor repairs are not al- 
ways reported and the crews are 
more careless. They say: ‘The 
locomotive can’t talk, so who will 
know who was careless or who 
did the damage?’ ’’ 

Mr. Smith added that despite 
the limitations of locomotives and 
crews the American system would 
be continued.

Vacuum Oil and Prairie Pipe were 
strong in the Standard group, and 
Margay Oil new rose 2 points. Ford 
of Canada advanced broadly to a 
new high mark, while Gobel and 
Hellman shares closed at new highs. 

Other conspicuously strong issues 
included all Celanese shares, the new 
ending at a new high mark, Brillo 
Manufacturing shares, at new highs; 
Fajardo Sugar, woodyear and Fire- 
stone Tires, Tubize Silk, Union and 
United Tobacco, Universal Leaf To- 
bacco, which touched a new high;

LARGE DROP IN STOCKS 
OF REFINED COPPER 


Supply of Metal Now Is Smallest 
Since Beginning of Year— 
Exports at High Point. 








Stocks of refined copper in the 
hands of North and South American 
producers and refiners on July 1 
amounted to 296,360 short tons, the 
American Bureau of Metal Statistics 
reports, as compared with 108,079 
tons on June 1, a decrease of 11,719 
tons, or 23,438,000 pounds. This is 
the largest reduction in refined 
stocks in many months and brings 
stocks at July 1 to the lowest point 
since Jan. 1, 1927, when they were 
85,501 tons. 

The reduction in refined stocks 
was due partly to the greater 
amount of copper in process and 


transit, and the decrease in refinery 
output was due largely to the in- 
crease in shipments, which were 
above the average for the first half 
of the year and materially above the 
average for 1926. Blister production 
in North and South America is de- 
creasing, while the mine output in 
the United States is practically un- 
ch-.ged on daily average. Blister 
copper in stocks and in process in 
North and South American plants on 
July 1 came to 257,623 tons, against 
242,074 tons on June 1, an increase 
of 15, 549 tons. 

Including refined stocks, the total 
copper to blister stage and beyond 
at North and South American plants 
at July 1 came to 353,983 tons, 
against 350,153 tons, an increase of 
3,830 tons. 

Total shipments in June came to 
124,952 tons, against 116,758 tons in 
May, an increase of 8, 194 tons. Do- 
mestic shipments in June were 63,- 
465 tons, the low for the year, 
against 69,779| tons in May. The 
monthly average for the half year 
was 71,803 tons, against an average 
of 75, 181 tons for all 1926.

Effect of Selling Here and 
Close Is Slightly Higher. 


FOREIGN INQUIRIES LIMITED 


Talk of Hot Weather Damage 
Carries Oats Up—Corn and 
Rye Advance.

CHICAGO, July 18.~Wheat values 
held within a range of 1% to 1% 
ents and closed at about the top, 
with prices unchanged to % cent 
higher, the strength in Winnipeg 
offsetting the effect of local selling 
induced by continued favorable 
weather and crop reports from the 
Spring wheat territory. Winnipeg 
gained 1% ‘to 2% cents for the day, 
with reports of a better cash demand 
a factor. 

Liverpool finished % to % penny 
lower, with unfavorable crop reports 
from the Continent leading to buy- 
ing.

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CROPS MAKE PROGRESS 
WITH GOOD WEATHER 


Temperatare Favors Growth in 
Cotton Belt and Spring Wheat 
Harvest Advances. 





The weekly weather report released 
in Washington yesterday by the De- 
partment of Agriculture was as 
follows: 

‘‘Temperatures during the week in 
the cotton belt were mostly moderate 
and favorable, except that the nights 
in the more eastern portions were 
rather too cool for best growth. Fur- 
ther rains in parts of the east were 
also rather unfavorable, with con- 
tinued complaint of grass and weevil 
activity in some places, but in most 
of the western belt the drier weather 
and favorable temperatures made 
good growing and cultivation con- 


ditions. 

‘“‘In the Carolinas progress of the 
crop ranged from fair to good, de- 
spite the cool nights and considerable 
weevil activity in places. In Georgia 
the week was decidedly favorable 
and much cultivation was accom- 
plished, except in the central divi- 
sion, where many fields are still 
grassy; plant continued to bloom and 
set bolls rapidly. In the eentral | 
States of the belt growth was fair 
to very good, with cultivation mostly 
satisfactory. 
weevils are increasing and damaging| 
the crop locally, the progress an 
condition of the crop continued fair 
to excellent, with early plant fruiting 
and blooming freely. In Texas the 
moderate temperatures and general- 
ly fair weather favored cultivation 
and growth, and progress of the crop 
was fair to very good, with plants 
fruiting well and picking becoming 
general in the south; insects, how- 
ever, are reported increasing, caus- 
ing considerable local damage. Fa- 
vorable reports were received from 
the far Southwestern States. 

‘‘Corn shows continued improvement 
in most sections of the country, 
though the weather was not wholly 
favorable. In the Northeastern 
States, in fact from the upper Ohio 


Valley northward and eastward, the 1 


nights continued too cool for best, 
growth, while in parts of the interior | 
valleys and the central and southern 
Great Plains rain is now needed. In 
Iowa progress of the crop was gen- 
erally fair to very good, except that 
late planted is needing moisture and 
rains would be beneficial over con- 
siderable portions of the trans-Mis- 
sissippi States. Rains were helpful 
in the Southeast and the Middle At- 
lantic States and progress was fair 
to very good in Missouri and most 
of the Ohio Valley States. 

‘“‘Winter wheat harvest made excel- 
lent progress, with continued favor- 
able weather and threshing advanced 
satisfactorily. Cutting was begun dur- 
ing the week as far north as Penn- 
sylvania, Southern Michigan and 
Northern Nebraska. In the rag | 
wheat region the weather continue 
generally favorable also, with satis- 
factory advance of the crop as a 
whole, but rain is now needed in 
some parts of North Dakota and 
Montana, and there has been some 
deterioration in parts of South Da- 
kota because of dryness.

FREES FOUR FURRIERS 
SO THEY CAN APPEAL 


Judge Grants Bail to Let Them 
Test Their Conviction for 
Booing in Court.

Supreme Court Justice Alfred H. 
Townley released four furriers from 


the Workhouse yesterday in $1,000 
bail. to permit them to test their con- 
viction on June 30 in Jefferson Mar- 
ket Court, when Magistrate George 
Ewald sentenced them to six months 
for booing: when fellow furriers were 
sentenced. 

Jacob M. Mandelbaum, counsel for 
Louis Broad, Frank Jane, Ida Ismal 
and Ethel Schusterman, said Magis- 
trate Ewald had refused permission 
to Broad to be represented by coun- 
sel, which was contrary to the State 
Constitution, which guaranteed the 
right of counsel to those accused of 
crime. 

Assistant District Attorney Robert 
Daru explained that the offense was 
committed in court before the Mag- 
istrate and thet his refusal to allow 
them counsel was merely incidental. 
He agreed to the release of the pris- 
oners on bail in order to have an 
authoritative decision. 

For the first time in several weeks, 
fighting between adherents of the 
International Furriers’ Union and 
those loyal to the left wing Joint 
Board occurred in West Twenty-ninth 
Street yesterday. Five arrests were 
made after Harry Rider, a right 
wing worker, had been severely 
beaten about the head. The prisoners 
were freed of the disorderly conduct 
charges, but two left wing members 
were held in $1,500 bail each by 
Magistrate Brodsky on charges of 
felonious assault preferred by Rider. 
They were Benjamin Goldberg of 7 
Barretto Street, the Bronx, and 
Philip Glatzmen of 364 East ‘Tenth 
Street. They will have a hearing on 
July 18. 

The riot occurred when a group of 
right wing members were attacked 
by left wing forces, according to the 
police. A large crowd of furriers 
gathered, but was dispersed by 
mounted policemen and members of 
the industrial squad. 

The trials of 133 strikers arrested 
in the last two weeks on disorderly 
conduct charges began yesterday in 
Jefferson Market Court. The prison- 
ers were tried in groups of fourteen 
to twenty-five. Nineteen were dis- 
missed and 119 held for sentence on 
Aug. 2

MORE LAUNDRY ABUSES 
CHARGED AT HEARING 


Both Wholesalers and Retailers 
Accuse Two Associations of 
Seeking Control of Industry. 








Control of the laundry industry by 
the Manhattan and Bronx Laundry 
Owners Association and the New 
York Hand Laundrymen’s Associa- 
tion, from the point of view both 
of the wholesaler and retailer was 
charged by witnesses yesterday at 
the hearing before Deputy Attorney 
General Matthews on Hymen Hoff- 


man’s petition to dissolve both or- 
ganizations. 

Morris Brown and Joseph Gold- 
berg, hand laundrymen, testified to 
their experiences with the two asso- 
ciations as retailers, while Morris 
Hochreich, manager and part owner 
of the Blue Diamond Laundry, told 
of a long campaign during which he, 
as a wholesaler, repeatedly lost pa- 
trons until the wholesalers’ board of 
trade was disbanded. 

Brown said he was driven out of 
business after three months of op- 
eration in a new store, when the 
Hand Laundrymen refused to grant 
him permission to cut prices to meet 
the competition of Chinese laundries 
near him. The steam laundry which 
had done his business was forced to 
drop him when he cut prices in de- 
fiance of the refusal, and the on oor 
non-affiliated steam laundry 
which he was able to do astheds did 
such poor work that he lost his cus- 
tomers. Goldberg said he was able 
to remain in business, but told of 
repeated occasions when the ascsocia- 
ei forced his steam laundry to drop 

m. 

Hochreich said his laundry was re- 
peatedly in difficulties with the as- 
sociation during the Fall of 1925 and | been 
most of the next year. Warfare and 
truce alternated, he declared, until 
he definitely refused to make peace 
again, and attempted to do business 
in open defiance of the association.

DOCTOR COMFORTS WOMAN 


Advises Fellow Defendant at First 
Meeting After Arrest Not 
to Get Nervous. 


FRANKLIN, La., July 13 ().—Mrs. 
Ada Lebouef, Dr. Thomas E. Dreher 
and James Beadle, a trapper, were 
arraigned in court here today and 


pleaded not guilty to charges of mur- 
dering James J. Leboeuf, husband 
of the woman.

Lebouef’s body in Lake Palourde 
near Morgan City, by fishermen 
Meeting Dr. Dreher today on the 
way from his cell to the courtroom 
Beadle shook hands with the phvysi- 
cian who charged in a statement tr 
Sheriff Pecot that the trapper ha? 
fired the shot that killed Lebouef.

“The Court has ordered the Jury 
Commissioners to pick thirty citizens 
to serve as petit jurors for the week 
of the trial and said that if necessary 
extra panels of jurors would be 
called.

CADMAN AIDS TOLERANCE. 


Telis London Audience Retigion will 
Be Taught in Schools Here. 
Copyright. 1927 by The Chicago Tribuwe Co: 
LONDON, July 13.—“Seculariza- 
tion of education in America is a 
first-clnss blunder, from the stand- 
point of the Christian Church,’”’ de- 
clared Dr. S. Parkes Cadman, Pres 
ident of the Federal Council of 
Churches of Christ in America, in 
the third of a series of five talks at 
the Church of S8t.-Martin’s-in-the- 

Fields. 

The speaker, however, was opti- 
mistic and intimated that the grow- 
ing, demand for religious training by 
Jews, Catholics and many’ Protest- 
ants will result in widespread relig- 
ious instruction as soon as the 
churches have agreed on what to 
teach. 

‘The American churches are think- 
ing in. terms of the world, and there 
is an increased loss of denomina- 
tional fervor,’’ said Dr. Cadman, 
pointing out the growing tendency 
of tolerance toward other denomina- 


tions as the result of a better un- 
derstanding of one’s own. 

“The great problem is to deter- 
mine how the sects will live side by 
side, such as the Jews and our- 
selves. It is up to'us to show the 
‘ews what we meant: bv proverlyv liv- 
ing our own religion, showing them 
that we have a better one than they. 
Show the Jew that and he will not 
be long in accepting it.’’ 


SLAIN MEN NOT SPIES. 


McGeehan Denies He Said 2 Killed 
in Bronx Were Fascist Agents. 


District Attorney McGeehan of the 
Bronx denied yesterday that Joseph 
Carisi and Nicholas Amoroso, who 
were slain last Memorial Day under 
mysterious circumstances on. the 
stairway of the elevated station at 
Third Avenue and 183d Street, were 


known to him to be Fascist agents 
or spies of Premier Mussolini in this 
country. He added that while he 
knew the identity of the -man who 
fired the shots when Carisi and 
Amoroso were attacked with knives 
and a pistol as they were on their 
way to participate with a Fascist 
contingent in a Memorial Day par- 
ade, he was in no way responsible 
for the report that the slain men 
were Mussolini agents. 

“To say that * e two unfortunate 
men were Mussolini agents or spies 
is ridiculous,’’ Mr. McGeehan said. 
“I am not even satisfied that both 
were members of the Fascist. While 
I do know definitely the identity of 
the man who did the shooting, I 
have never said that I knew who 
his accomplices were. 

“The men held in the Bronx 
County Court yesterday as material 
witnesses know who the slayers are 
and could tell a lot if they wanted 
to do so.’ 

The prosecutor refused to discuss 
the case any further.
